The following order and regulations, received from the War Depart- 
ment, are published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned : — 

War Department, 

January 2'2, 1877. 

Whereas, by an act of Congress entitled * ^ An Act granting a portion 
of the United States military reservation at Salt Lake City for ceme- 
tery purposes," approved May 16, 1874, the Secretary of War was 
'^ authorized to set apart a tract of land, not exceeding twenty acres 
in extent, in the United States military reservation of Camp Douglas, 
near Salt Lake City, in the Territory of Utah, to be used as a public 
cemetery, under such rules and regulations as he shall establish for 
the protection, care, and management of such cemetery;'' and 
whereas, by the order of the Secretary of War, there has been sur- 
veyed and marked off in said reservation a certain tract of twenty 
acres bounded and described as follows, viz : beginning at the point 
where the western boundary of the military reservation at Camp 
Douglas, Utah, as declared by the President, September 3, 1867, is 
intersected by the eastward prolongation of the south side of Fifth 
South Street, Salt Lake City, and running thence due east eighty 
rods ; thence due south forty rods to a point on the eastward pro- 
longation of the north side of Sixth South Street, Salt Lake City ; 
thence due west eighty rods to the point of intersection of said 
western boundary of said military reservation by said eastward pro- 
longation of said north side of said Sixth South Street ; thence due 
north along said western boundary of said military reservation forty 
rods to the point of beginning. 

Now therefore, by virtue of the authority conferred by the said 
act, the said described tract of twenty acres is hereby set apart and 
dedicated by me as a public cemetery, to be used and occupied by 
the religions denominations and persons contemplated by said act, 
iubject to fiuch rules tmd regulationa as may be established by me 



for the protection, care, and management of the same ; reserving 
however therefrom two acres, to be hereafter designated by me, as 
a potter's field or common barying ground, for the ase of the civil 
authorities of Salt Lake City.

Whereas, by an act of the Congress of the .United States entitled 
''An Act granting a portion of the United States military reserva* 
tion at Salt Lake City for cemetery porposes," approved May 16, 
1874, the Secretary of War is ''authorized to set apart a tract of land, 
not exceeding twenty acres in extent, in the United States military 
reservation of Camp Douglas, near Salt Lake City, in the Territory 
of Utah, to be used as a public cemetery, under such rules and rega* 
lations as he shall establish for the protection, care, and management 
of such cemeteiy ;^' and whereas the Secretary of War has set apart 
and dedicated a tract of twenty acres in said reservation pursuant 
to, and for the purpose specified in, said act ; and whereas it is fur 
ther contemplated in said act that the said cemetery shall mainly be 
used and occupied by such religious denominations organized in said 
Salt Lake City as shall file with the Secretary of War proof of their 
organization ; the said denominations being also empowered to 
inclose and ornament such tract, or the portion occupied by them, 
as they may see fit ; and whereas the following religious denomina- 
tions organized in said Salt Lake City have duly filed with the Secre- 
tary of War the proper proof of their organization, viz : The Protestant 
Episcopal Church, The Methodist Episcopal Church, The Congrega- 
tional Church, The Presb3rterian Church, and The Baptist Church: 
Now, therefore, in pursuance of the authority in me vested by said 
act of Congress, I, J. D. Cameron, Secretary of War, do hereby 
establish the following rules and regulations for the protection, care, 
and management of such cemetery : 

I... The control and management of said cemetery is committed to 
a Board of Directors to be composed of the officer in command of 
the military post at Camp Douglas, so long as a military post shall 
be maintained at that point, and the clergy of the several religions 
denominations or churches assenting hereto, together with one lay 



person to be chosen by each of said churches or denominations at 
such time, and in such manner, and for such term, as they shall 
severally see fit. 

n...Said Board shall be organized by the election from its number 
of a President, Secretary, and Treasurer, and, when so organized, a 
majority shall constitute a quorum for transacting business ; and it 
may adopt such rules for its guidance, not inconsistent herewith, as 
it sees fit. It may also appoint such inferior officers, sextons, and 
superintendents as it may deem best, and fix their compensations. 
The services of the members of said Board and officers shall be 
without compensation or salary. 

in... After the organization of said Board the commanding officer 
at Camp Douglas will, in accordance with the provision of the act 
aforesaid, cause said cemetery to be laid out and platted in conven- 
ient lots, subject to the approval of the said Board. 

iy...The said Board is authorized to set apart to persons applying 
for private burial lots, such lots within said cemetery tract of reason- 
able size, and for such sum or price as it shall see fit ; but no sales 
shall be made for speculative purposes. A certificate signed by the 
President and Treasurer, stating the consideration paid and particu- 
larly describing the lot, shall, upon payment of the price, vest the 
right to use such lot for a private burial lot in the purchaser, his 
successors and assigns forever ; but no lot shall be so granted, and 
certificate made until the price thereof has been paid. 

V...The Treasurer shall receive all moneys arising from the sale 
of lots or otherwise, and pay the same out by direction of said Board , 
and he shall annually and oftener, whenever required by said Board, 
render a full account of all receipts and disbursements with the 
vouchers therefor ; and he shall turn over to his successor all moneys 
coming to his hands as such Treasurer, and all books, vouchers, and 
papers relating thereto. 

VI... All moneys arising from the assignment of lots, or raised or 
donated by any person for the purposes of said cemetery, shall be 
scrupulously kept for the purposes of said cemetery, and no part 
thereof shall be diverted or devoted to any other use or purpose 
whatever ; and the said Board shall have no power to create any 
debt, liability, or obligation, for the payment of money, which shall 
be binding upon this Department or upon the United States, nor to 
incur any liability greater than it has the present means of defraying. 



VIIi..Any religious denomination organized in Salt Lake City, 
other than those herein designated, which shall file with the Secre- 
tary of War proof of its organization, shall be admitted to an ei^oy- 
ment of the benefits of said act, and to the use of said cemetery, on 
equal terms with the organizations herein designated, subject to these 
regulations.

Territory of Dakota, the same to be expended between Springfield 
in said Territory and Fort Randall.

For Field and Band Musicians — bugle, with* numbers of regi- 
ment in the centre, and the letters of the company above the bugle. 

The cap trimmings for enlisted men of all arms and corps will be 
of yellow metal, unless otherwise specified.

I. ..The Court of Inquiry of which Colonel 0. B. WiUcox, 12th 
Infantry, is President, instituted by Special Orders No. 57, Head- 
quarters Military Division of the Pacific, April 28, 1876, on the 
application of Lieutenant Colonel Asher R. Eddy^ Deputy Quar- 
termaster General, and Captain William P. Martin, Military 
Storekeeper, Quartermaster's Department, "to examine into cer- 
tain frauds upon the Government committed by Charles H, Barth, 
a clerk in the Depot of the Quartermaster's Department," in San 
Francisco, "and to investigate all the business transactions of these 
officers in connection with their administration of the Depot in San 
Francisco," has reported the following Facts and Opinion, viz: — 

Facts. 

"The Court proceeded to the investigation by first calling on the 
Acting Assistant Inspector General. Lieutenant Colonel /. C Kelton, 
Assistant Adjutant General, for the submission of his reports made 
in this case in which the frauds, forgeries, and irregularities charged 
were brought to light, and his evidence in explanation of the same. 

"The disclosures herein made establish the facts that in March, 
1874, these fraudulent transactions commenced and continued until 
February, 1876, pretty evenly distributed throughout the months 
embraced between these dates, and was confined in the main to 
transportation vouchers made with the Colorado Steam Navigation 
Company and the contractors for the delivery of public stores to 
interior posts. These public stores were shipped by Captain W, P. 
Martin, Military Storekeeper, U. S. Army, Acting Assistant Quar- 
termaster. In most cases bills of lading were made out signed by 
the shipper and the carrier, the originals left in the hands of the 
carrier, and the duplicates sent by the shipper to the consignee. 
The duplicate was copied into the * Transportation Record Book,' 
in Captain Martin's oflSce. 

"Grenerally the original bill of lading in the hands of the carrier 
was just returned accomplished and payment demanded thereon. 
Captain MaHin took these originals, compared them with his ^ Trans- 
portation Record Book,' and when they agreed had the accounts 



made up by C H. Barthj Transportation Agent, in Captain Martinis 
office, certified and sent them to Lieutenant Colonel A, R. Eddy^ 
Deputy Quartermaster General, in charge of the Depot of San 
Francisco, for payment. In this routine of business the oppor- 
tunity for fraud was opened to the skill and deception of Barth, 
who, after the accomplished bill of lading had been compared with 
the book by Captain Martin, proceeded to make up the account, 
and in doing so raised the amount of stores shipped on the bills of 
lading, and in some cases forged the names of consignee and carrier, 
presuming that Captain Martin would not again compare them, and 
knowing that Colonel Eddy^ relying solely on Captain Martinis 
certificate, would not examine them, but pay them as certified, 
trusting for his {Earth's) security that no comparison of accounts 
would be made between Colonel Eddy and Captain Martin, Then 
on these raised vouchers a check would be drawn by Colonel Eddy, 
and when on fraudulent vouchers some how these checks always got 
into the hands of Barth, aforesaid clerk, who, when the checks were 
drawn to order, forged the endorsement, sold them to a money- 
broker for coin, paid the payees of the checks the amount due them, 
and kept the balance. 

*^To accomplish this he frequently got the receipts signed in 
blank, sometimes on the plea that the receipts could not be filled up 
until they knew the discount on currency. The accounts were pay- 
able in coin or its equivalent. 

**0n Transportation Requests for the transportation of troops, 
the number of men has been raised over the signature of the officers, 
and baggage paid for largely in excess of the amount allowed them ; 
this when no baggage should have been entered on the transporta- 
tion requests in excess of the passage allowance. Transportation 
Requests have had large amounts of baggage inserted in them that 
the officers signing them say was not there when they signed them, 
and, as acknowledged in one case, was inserted by the agents of the 
carrier. 

** Large frauds were committed again in the accounts of the con- 
tractor for drayage in this city. These accounts seem to have been 
made up on forged memoranda — Earth taking advantage of an 
illiterate man, (the drayage contractor, ) and getting his receipts to 
the vouchers by paying just what was due him and keeping the 
balance. 
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"In all these cases of fraud and forgery the evidence points to 
Barth alone as the actor, without assistance or confederates. 

"The responsibility to the United States for the amount of the 
checks with forged endorsements is contested, and will, it is pre- 
sumed, be settled in the civil courts, as will also the responsibility 
of carriers who have receipted for more money than they have 
actually received. 

"In the accounts for transportation of troops and baggage by the 
Colorado Steam Navigation Company, both Colonel Edd^ and 
Captain Martin appear to have failed to make deduction from 
the amount of baggage charged of the amount allowed each steerage 
passenger, and of the food (rations) furnished by the United States 
from the price of steerage passage. 

" The business in the offices of Colonel Eddy and Captain Martin 
seems to have been done with regularity and system. So much so 
that the shrewd clerk probably relied upon it for his security, 
thinking they would not depart from a routine so long followed and 
so much to their satisfaction, as it had passed their accounts with 
Inspector General, Quartermaster General, and the accounting 
officers of the Treasury. 

"Besides this, Barth was a man of good address, intelligent, and 
thoroughly acquainted with his business, and, as will be seen in the 
evidence, esteemed as of undoubted integrity. The evidence shows 
that he was a heavy dealer in stocks in this city ; the knowledge of 
which fact ought to have caused more than routine scrutiny in the 
examination of all accounts made up and paid by himself.- 

"The charge against Colonel Eddy for paying high prices for pur- 
chases in this city, necessarily led to a laborious and tedious investi- 
gation, on account of the vague nature of the evidence the Court 
were able to procure. A great deal of evidence was taken, and all 
the articles purchased varied much in price according to quality. The 
Court not having the articles before them, could not decide the 
quality, but assuming that they were all of the best, the evidence 
does not show that they were greatly at variance with the full 
market ^ices. Colonel Eddy seems to have selected the largest 
houses in the city and sent his orders to them, without canvassing 
the market to see if he was buying the best article at the lowest 
market rate. In some cases he did this, and it would have been better 



if he had pursued the usual course and invited proposals by circular 
letters to reputable dealers, or advertised, where time permitted, as 
required by law. 

*' The Court has not gone into a close scrutiny of Colonel Eddy^s 
accounts to determine the extent of Earth's frauds. It will 
require the close examination of an expert to do so accurately ; but 
will say generally that these frauds amount to about one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars currency. About fifty thousand dollars 
has been recovered from Barth, and is now in the hands of Mr. L. 
McLean, as trustee for the United States.'' 

Opinion. 

"The Court is therefore of the opinion — as there was no apparent 
ground for suspicion against Charles H. Barth^ a trusted clerk of 
long standing in the Quartermaster's Department, and as there is no 
protection against forgery — that neither Lieutenant Colonel Eddy 
nor Captain Martin has been guilty of culpable carelessness or 
neglect in regard to his (Earth's) frauds; but the Court do not wish 
to be understood as approving of the method in which business has 
been done by the officers in question, growing out of the practice of 
their predecessors, namely : the transportation of surplus baggage 
on transportation requests instead of bills of lading, as required by 
long standing orders of the War Department, and the want of care 
and precision in shipping troops, together with their fare and baggage, 
as passengers ; the purchase of stores in violation of pages 738 and 
739, sections 3709 and 3716, Revised Statutes of the United States, 
and, finally, to the want of personal supervision of vouchers for pay- 
ment and the loose manner in which the checks for payment have 
been left to reach the payees. 

** In view of the fact, however, that Lieutenant Colonel Eddy and 
Captain Martin have undoubtedly acted in good faith, the Court do 
not consider that any further action is called for by military courts." 

II... The following are the orders of the Department in the case : — 

War Department, 

February 1, 1877. 

The foregoing proceedings of a Court of Inquiry having been 
transmitted from the Headquarters of the Military Divison of the 
Pacific to the Secretary of War, were by him submitted to the Presi- 
dent, by whom the proceedings are approved. 



The President concurs in the Opinion of the Court that Lieutenant 
Colonel Eddy and Captain Martin were not guilty of culpable care- 
lessnesS) and that as they acted in good faith no further action should 
be taken by military courts. 

The President desires, however, to call the attention of the 
disbursing and other officers of the Army to the minor degree of 
carelessness of which these officers were guilty — in the want of 
personal supervision of vouchers, and in not making it their duty to 
see that the checks did actually reach the persons in whose favor 
they were drawn. The chiefs of bureaus will prescribe such regu- 
lations as will prevent the recurren(ie of such loose methods of 
business in the ftiture. 

Lieutenant Colonel Eddy will be assigned to his appropriate 
duties as soon as the Quartermaster General shall consider his 
accounts so far settled as no longer to require his presence in this 
city.

GOVERNMENT OF THE MILITARY PRISON AT 
FORT LEAVENWORTH, KANSAS. 



PART FIRST. 



LAWS. 

AN ACT to proTide fbr the eBtablishment of a military piiBon, and for its 

gfoyemment. 

Be it encicted by the Senate <tnd Hovse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress a^semhled, That there shall be established 
at Rock Island, in the State of Illinois; a prison for the confinement and 
reformation of offenders against the rules, regulations, and laws for the 
government of the Army of the United States, in which shall be securely 
confined, and employed at labor, and governed in the manner hereinafter 
directed, all offenders convicted before any court-martial or military 
commission in the United States, and sentenced according to law to 
imprisonment therein. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War shall organize a board of five 
members, to ccmsist of three officers of the Army and two persons from 
civil life, who shall adopt a plan for the building of such prison, and who 
nhall frame regulations for the government of the prisoners, in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. The said commissioners from civil life 
shall hold .their offices for tlie term of three years, and shall be paid five 
dollars a day while on duty, and necensary traveling expenses; and the 
said officers of the Army shall, at all times, be subject to removal by the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of War shall, with said commissioners, 
i^erai-annually, and as much oftener as may be deemed expedient, visit 
said prison for the purposes of examination, inspection, and correction; 



and they shall inquire into all abuses or neglects of duly on the part of 
the officers or other persons in charge of the same, and make such 
changes in the general discipline of the prison as they may hold ti> be 
essential. 

Sec. 4. That the officei-s of the prieon shall consist of a commandant 
and such subordinate officers as may be necessary, a chaplain, a surgeon, 
and a clerk, who shall be detailed by the Secretary of War from the 
commissioned officers of the Army; and a sufficient number of enlisted 
men shall be detailed by the Secretary of War to act as turnkeys, guards, 
and assistants in the prison. 

Sec. 5. That one of the inspectors of the Army shall, at least once in 
three months, visit the prison for the purpose of examining into the books 
and all the affairs thereof, and ascertaining whether the laws, rules, and 
regulations relating thei'eto are complied with, the officers ai-e competent 
and faithful, and the convicts properly governed and employed, and at 
the same time treated with humanity and kindness. And it shall be the 
duty of the inspector, at once, to make full report thereof to the Secretary 
of War. 

Sec. 6. That before the commandant enters ujion the duties of his office 
he shall give bond, with sufficient sureties, in a sum to be fixed by the 
Secretary of War, to be approved by him, conditioned that he shall faith- 
fully account for all money placed in his hands for the use of the prison, 
and for the faitliful discharge of all his duties as commandant. He shall 
have command of the prison; shall have the charge and employment of 
the prisoners, and the custody of all the property of the Government 
connected witii the prison. He shall receive and pay out all money used 
for the prison, and shall cause to be kept, in .suitable books, complete 
accounts of all the property, expenses, income, business, and concerns of 
the prison ; and shall make full and regular reports thereof to the Sec- 
retary of War; and shall, under the direction and with the approval of 
the Secretary of War, employ, for the benefit of the United States, the 
convicts at such labor and in such trades as may be deemed best for their 
health and reformation. He shall have power to sell and dispose of any 
articles manufactured by the convicts, and shall regularly account for the 
proceeds thereof, and shall give bond and security for the faithful keeping 
and accounting of all moneys and property coming to his hands as such 
commandant. He shall take note and make record of the good conduct 
of the convicts, and shall shorten the daily time of hard labor for those 
who, by their obedience, honesty, industry, or general good conduct, earn 
such favors; and the Secretary of War is authorized and directed to 
remit, in part, the sentences of such convicts, and to give them an honor- 



able restoration to duty in case the same is merited ; and in case any convict 
shall disobey the lawful orders of the officers of the prison, or refuse to 
comply with the rules and regulations thereof, he may be placed in soli- 
tary confinement; and the commandant shall at once report the case to 
the Secretary of War, who shall direct the inspector to make full exam- 
ination and report of the matter at the next inspection; but in no case 
shall any prisoner be subjected to whipping, branding, or the carrying 
of weights, for the purpose of discipline or for producing penitence; and 
every prisoner, upon being discharged from prison, shall be funiished 
with decent clothing. 

Skc. 7. That the use of newspapers and books shall not be denied the 
convicts at times when not employed; and that unofficial visitors shall 
be admitted to the prison under such restsictions as the board of commis- 
sioners may impose. The prisoners shall not be denied the privilege of 
communicating with their friends by letter, and from receiving like com- 
munications from them, all of which shall be subject to the inspection of 
the commandant, or such officer as he may assign to that duty. 

Sec. 8. That the prisoners shall be supplied with ample and clean 
iHHlding. and with wholesome and sufficient food ; but when in hospital 
or under discipline their diet shall be prescribed by the proper authority. 
The prison shall be suitably ventilated, and each prisoner shall have a 
weekly bath of cold or tepid water, which shall be applied to the whole 
surface of the body, unless the surgeon shall direct otherwis«e f(jr the 
health of the prisoner. 

Sec. 9. That no officer of the prison, or other person connected there- 
with, shall be concerned or interested, directly or indirectly, in any con- 

I 

tract, purchase, or sale made on account of the prison. 

Sec. 10. That any officer who shall suffer a convict to escape, or shall 
in any way consent to his escape, or shall aid him to escape or in an 
attempt to escape, shall, upon conviction, be dismissed from the service, 
and. suffer such other punishment as a court-martial may inflict. 

Sec. 11. That any soldier or other pereon employed in the prison who 
shall suffer a convict to escape, or shall in any way consent to his escape, 
or shall aid him to escape or in an attempt to escape, shall, upon con- 
viction by court-martial, be confined therein not less than one year. 

Sec. 12. That all prisoners under confinement in said military prisons 
undergoing sentence of courts-martial shall be liable to trial and punish- 
ment by courts-martial under the Eules and Articles of War for offenses 
committed during the said confinement. 

Approved March 3, 1873. 
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AN ACT to amend an act entitled "An act to provide for the establishment of a mili- 
tary prison and for its government," approved March third, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repreaentaiives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That said act be, and the same 
IS hereby, so amended that all acts and things therein required to be 
done and performed at Rock Island, in the State of Illinois, shall be 
done and performed on the military reservation at Fort Leavenworth, in 
the State of Kansas : Provided, that the Government buildings now on 
said military reservation at Fort Leavenworth shall be modified and used 
so far as practicable for the purposes of said prison. 

Approved May 21, 1874.

REGULATIONS. 





Article I. — ^Officers of the Prison. 
The Commandant. 

Willi a view to the unity of command and military administration, the 
Department Commander stationed at Fort Leavenworth shall, ex officio, 
be the Commandant of the Prison. 

The general duties of the Commandant are laid down in the laws estab- 
lishing the prison. 

The Commandant shall, as soon as practicable after the 30th day of 
June, in each year, cause to be made full and detailed . accounts, to be 
closed on that day, of all the receipts, disbursements, expenses, and profits 
of the prison ; and shall, at the close of each fiscal quarter, render full 
accounts of all the receipts and disbursements, and a return of property ; 
all of which accounts shall be sent to the War Department. 

He shall also, from time to time, submit to the Commissioners, through 
the Secretary of War, such recommendations for amendment in the rules 
and r^ulations for the government of the prison as his experience may 
suggest. 

He shall carefully supervise the government, discipline, and police of 
the prison ; give all necessary directions to the officers and employes un- 
der his command, and, from time to time, examine into the state of the 
prison, and the health, condition, and safety of the prisoners. 

To aid the Commandant in the discharge of his duties as such, and, at 
the same time, enable him to attend to the command of his department, 
commissioned officers will be detailed for the following subordinate offices, 
viz : 

TJie Governor. 

The Governor of the Prison shall, under the orders of the Command- 
ant, have the command of the other subordinate officers of the prison. 

He shall have the immediate charge of the discipline of the prisoners ; 
of enforcing the rules of the prison ' as to their labor and diet, and as to 
the police of the prison. 
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He shall, under the Commandant, have the books kept relating to the 
conduct of the prisoners, with a view to their classification and the abate- 
ment or remission of their sentences. 

He shall; under the direction of the Commandant, classify the prison- 
ers, as hereinafter directed, and promote or retrograde them from one 
class to another. 

He shall make daily reports to the Commandant, and oftener, if neces- 
sary, of everything connected with his duties. 

Jdjutant. 

The Adjutant shall, under the direction of the Governor, have charge 
of all the books and records hereinafter designated, and perform such 
other duties appertaining to his position as may be required of him by 
the Governor. 

Quartermaster and Commissar)/. 

The Quartermaster shall, under the direction of the Commandant, 
make all purchases of stock .required to carry on the several industries 
pureued in the prison, (except in cases of employment of prisonera within 
the prison, by the Quartermaster's Department, on work carried on by 
that Department, and for which it pays the prison a fixed sum per day 
for each day's wcfi'k it employs,) and have custody of the same, issuing 
it only on requisition from the Superintendents of labor, approved by the 
Commandant, or the Governor in his name. He shall keep his accounts 
in the manner prescribed by Army Kegulations, and for all pui-chases 
made shall give an oi'der for payment on the prison treasury, to be paid 
by check of the Commandant; and shall, under the direction of the 
Commandant, sell the productions of the prison. 

The Commissarj', when no special appropriation shall have been made 
for subsistence for the prison, shall, under the direction of the Governor, 
make requisition, upon the proper officers, for subsistence stores, and 
where an appropriation has been made specifically for the subsistence of 
the prisoners, he shall make such purchases as may be required, and issue 
the same upon requisitions of the proper officers when approved by the 
Governor. Where subsistence is drawn from the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, he will draw such articles only, and to the extent only, as are pre- 
scribed in the diet table for prisoners, and will sell to the Commissary 
that portion of the ration not drawn, and from the proceeds will form a 
prison fund analogous to a company fund. From this fiind he will make 
such purchases as may be needed to supply the diet as established, and 
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disburse the surplus in the purchase of such books and papers for the 
exclusive benefit of the prisoners as may be ordered by the Com- 
mandant. 

He will make return of this fund as if it were a company fund. 

He shall keep his accounts in the manner prescribed by Army Regula- 
tions, and for all purchases made shall give an order for payment on the 
prison treasury, to be paid by the check of the Commandant. 

« 

Chaplain. , 

The Chaplain shall perform divine service at least once each Sunday, 
instruct the prisoners in their moral and religious duties, and devote his 
whole time to the moral improvement of the prisoners. 

He shall have charge of the prison library, and the management of 
the schools for the instruction of the prisoners. 

He shall, with the consent of the Surgeon, visit the sick in hospital. 

The duties of the Surgeon shall be the same, as nearly as possible, as 
those of a medical pfficer on duty at a military post. He shall make the 
stated reports and returns called for by the Regulations of the Medical 
Department, and such special reports and returns as the Commandant 
may require. 

Article II. — Enlisted Men. 

There shall be a Hospital Steward and a Commissary Sergeant ap- 
pointed, and there shall be detailed, from the General Service, a Sergeant, 
to do the duty of a Quartermaster Sergeant — all to discharge their appro- 
priate duties under the Surgeon, Quartermaster, and Commissary. 

There shall be detailed or enlisted a sufficient number of Sergeants 
from the General Service, to act as Provost Sergeants, who shall be 
placed in charge of prisoners, and shall aid in enforcing dispicline. 

Until the completion of a prison-wall shall permit a less number and 
a different system, there shall be detailed, or enlisted from or in the 
General Service, sixty men, to act as guards to the prison and the 
prisonei-s when at work. This guard shall be under the command of 
two commissioned officers to be detailed for that purpose, and who shall 
perform such duties in aid of the discipline and safe-keeping of the 
prisoners. as the Commandant may direct. 

It will be reduced as soon as the state of the prison may warrant. 
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Articlb III. — Civilian EmployI^.s. 

Civilian Superintendents of labor and instruction shall hold no inter- 
course with any prisoner not employed under them, nor with them upon 
any subject other than the business of the shop, and shall confine their 
convei*sation with prisoners to the narrowest limit consistent ^vith impart- 
ing necessary instruction. 

They shall confine themselves strictly to their business, and shall not 
leave the shops where they are employed, to visit any other part of the 
prison. 

Their intercourse with the officers of the prison, when on duty, 
shall be such, only, as is connected with the business under their 
direction. 

They are not, under any circumstances, to infiict punishment or enforce 
discipline upon any prisoner. 

They are expected to report to the Provost Sergeants on duty in their 
department all violations of the rules and regulations which come under 
their observation. 

One or more of the instructors shall remain in the shops while the 
prisoners are absent for meals. 

Article IV.— Prisoners. 
Admission of Prisoners. 

Every prisoner, on admission, will be placed in a reception cell, and 
minutely and strictly searched, and deprived of everything in his posses- 
sion, except his clothing. He will be then taken to the bath-room and 
thoroughly washed^ and clad in the prison dress; his hair cut close to 
bis head, and his beard, whiskers, and moustaches shaved off. 

A list of all the articles taken from him, and of the citizens clothes, if" 
any, will be made and entered in a book, to be signed by both the prisoner 
and the official receiving him. The clothing will be cleansed, and, to- 
gether with the other articles, will be placed in store suitably marked 
with the prisoner's number, and left there till his discharge, when they 
will be returned to him on his signing, in the book, a receipt for the 
same. 

Each prisoner, on his admission, will receive a number by which he 
will be known while in the prison, the number to be made from colored 
cloth and attached to his clothing. 
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Class^cation. 

Prisoners will be divided into three claBses, to be known as the fii*st, 
second, and third classes. Each class will be designated by a distinctive 
badge, to be attached to some conspicuous part of the outer garment of 
the prison dress. On being assigned to a class, each prisoner will be 
made acquainted, by the person in charge, with the rules relating to the 
conduct and treatment of prisoners. A copy of these rules will be kept 
l>08ted in each prison room and cell. 

On their admission, prisoners will — except in very special cases — be 
placed in the third class. 

Prisoners of the third class, whose conduct may warrant it, shall, after 
at least ten days therein, be promoted to the second class. 

Prisoners of the Jirst class will be composed of those whose quiet, 
orderly habits, and general good conduct in class second, may, after some 
experience has been gained of their character, be found worthy of pro- 
motion from that class. 

Promotions of prisoners will be made by the order of the Commandant, 
on the report of the Governor. 

Diet. 

The diet of prisoners of all classes shall be as follows: 

Breakfast. — Half a pint of milk and ten ounces of oat-meal, or twelve 
ounces of corn-meal. 

Dinner. — On Mondays, Wednesdays, Fridays, and Saturdays — half a 
pint of milk and ten ounces of oat-meal, or twelve ounces of corn-meal. 

On Tuesdays — eight ounces of bread (of quality furnished the troops) 
and the Army ration of pork, beans, salt, pepper, and vinegar, or the 
same dinner as prescribed for Thursdays, as the Commandant may direct. 

On Thursdays — eight ounces of bread and the Army ration of fresh 
beef, salt, pepper, and vinegar, and two pounds of potatoes, or fresh 
vegetables. 

Supper. — Half a pint of milk and fourteen ounces of bread. Prisoner 
of the first and second classes shall have, on Sundays, the same dinner 
as is prescribed for Thursdays, and prisoners of the first class shall have 
coffee and sugar for breakfast, the same in quality and quantity as that 
furnished the.Army. 

Prisoners sick in hospital shall have such diet as the medical officer 
may determine. 

In cases of persons under medical treatment, bread may be substituted 
for either oat-meal or corn-meal, when deemed necessary by the medical 
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officer, ill the following proportions : Fourteen ounces of bread for either 
ten ounces of oat-meal or twelve ounces of corn-meal. 

A prisoner ''under discipline in solitary confinement" will have eight- 
een ounces of bread each day, and as much water as .he may desire. 

On Thanksgiving day, Christmas, New Year's, and Fourth of July, 
the prisoners of all classes shall have such special meat and vegetable 
dinner as the Commandant may provide. 

Clothing. 

Prisoners will, from time to time, be furnished with such articles of 
clothing as they may require. No military button or badge shall be 
worn, and on the under-clothing of each prisoner shall be marked his 
prison number. 

When Army clothing is issued it will, if practicable, be dyed some 
uniform distinctive color, and when cloth is purchased for the manufac- 
ture of clothing, the color prescnbed for Army uniforms shall not be used. 

Discipline. 

The Governor shall at all times be ready to receive any complaint or 
application from a })risoner, and, if the case calls for it, to submit it to 
the Commandant. 

He shall hear all reports touching offenses against discipline and good 
order. 

Any act of a prisoner, which, if committed by a soldier, v^ould consti- 
tute an offense under the Articles of War, is to be tried by a General or 
Garrison Court-Martial, according to the nature and degree of the offense, 
by direction of the General commanding the Department. 

For neglect of the rules of the prison, or of the directions of any officer 
or non-commissioned officer ; or for AVhistling, singing, laughing, or mak- 
ing any unnecessary noise ; or for unauthorized talking ; or for endeavor- 
ing to have communication with another prisoner, or with any one con- 
nected with the prison, or not, contrary to rule ; or for haviiig in pos- 
session any articles not allowed ; or for defacing, damaging, or writing 
on the walls ; or for other minor delinquencies not sufficiently grave to 
be brought before a court, the Governor will, for the first offense, 
admonish the offender ; for the second, if repeated within a short period 
of time, he may place him '' under discipline," and deprive him of a 
supper or other meal ; or may, with the sanction of the Commandant, 
retrograde hitn, or place him "under discipline," in solitary confinement, 
the latter punishment not to exceed more than twenty-four hours. 
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The admonishment will always be given in a quiet or low tone of 
voice, and, if possible, out of the bearing of the other prisoners. 

A record will be made by the Governor, in his daily report-book, of 
any admonishment, deprivation of a meal, oi' solitary confinement, "un- 
der discipline,'' in a cell, and the delinquencies for, or on account of, 
which tbe^' were given. 

A strict rule of silence among prisoners will be rigidly enforced, with 
the exceptions mentioned in these regulations. 

Prisoners are in no case to be associated, except under the control of 
an officer or Provost Sergeant of the prison. 

No Provost Sergeant or other subordinate, or civil Superintendent of 
labor, shall converse with any prisoner, except in the discharge of his 
duty and on subjects directly coimected thei'ewith. 

All officers or non-commissioned officers in charge of parties or classes 
of prisoners are required to watch the prisoners in their various move- 
ments and employments throughout the day and during meals. They 
are to be vigilant in preventing, by word or sign, any communication be- 
tween persons and prisoners, except between prisoners and civilians em- 
ployed to superintend their labor and instruct them therein, and except 
so far as is allowed prisoners of the first class, as hereinafter stated; and 
to prevent communication from prisoners to themselves, except such as 
relates to the duties of the prison and the necessities of its inmates. 

Officers, non-commissioned officers, or soldiers, employed as night- 
watchmen within and without the prison, are to watch vigilantly over 
the prisoners tliroughout the night, and to preser ve silence and decorum. 

After 6 o'clock p. m., except during the hours appointed by the Com- 
mandant for readin^k or school instruction, prisoners of the first class will 
be allowed to communicate with each other, in an oixlerly and quiet man- 
ner, always under the superintendence of an officer or non-commissioned 
officer of the prison. 

Abatements in the sentence, (as provided for in War Department 
General Orders Xo. 64 of 1875,) and remission of sentence, or any por- 
tion thereof, will be confined to cases of prisoners of the first class. 

The prisoner is to obey immediately the ordei*s he receives. He is to 
be respectful to those set over him, and to observe the rules for his gov- 
ernment. 

Every prisoner shall, at all times, conduct himself in a quiet, orderly 
manner. Violations of this rule will be followed promptly by appropri- 
ate punishment. 

Tlieuse of profane or hidecent language will not be tolerated. 



Quarterni aster's I/Vpartnieiit to the Aniiy. the following rules will hs 
observed : 

1st. The Quartermaster's Departuieut will furuish all the necessary 
materials and tools, and will be responsible for the quality, the quantity, 
and the economical use and expenditure of the same. 

2d. It will employ and pay all civil employes necessary to instruct the 
prisoners and inspect their labor, and will be responsible that the work 
is done in a workmanlike and thorough manner, and that the articles 
manufactured are suitable in workmanship and pattern for issue to the 
Army. 

3d. The funds for the purchase of materials and tools, and for the hire 
of civil instructoi"s, will be had from the appi'opriation for the branch of 
the Quartermaster's Department applicable to the purchase of the articles 
manufactured. 

4th. All, in the way of administratiou, that the Commandant of the 
Prison will be responsible for, in this matter,, will be for the sums paiii 
him by the Quartermaster's Departnieut for the daily labor of the prison- 
ers employed, and of which he will have a correct account kept bv tlie 
Governor of the Prison, to be verified by the one kept by the Quailer- 
master in charge. 

5th. In all that concerns the purcha.se of materials, the hire of em- 
ployes, and tlie shipment of shoes, boots, or other articles made under his 
superintendence, the Quartermaster of the i)risou will make his report or 
returns to, and receive his orders direct from, 'the Quartermaster General. 

In all other matters he will be under the Commandant of the Prison. 

6th. The labor done by prisoners, either in or outside of the prison, for 
the Quartermaster's or Commissary's Departments of the Army, will W 
charged to these departments at the rate of thirty cents a day for labor in 
the shops, and twenty cents a day for unskilled labor, for every eight hours* 
labor of a prisoner, and at that rate for a less period than eight houre. 

7th. The money coming into the hands of the Commandant from this 
source, as well as from sales of articles manufactured, or labor done, for 
individuals, will be disbursed bv him for the benefit of the United Stales, 
in making in whole, or in part, the prison self-supporting; and the sums 
thus accruing will be exclusively devoted to objects which will effect this 
purpose. 

The labor of prisoners will, under the rules herein estahlishetl, be 
regulated throughout the day by the Governor, under the instructions ot 
the Commandant, with due consideration of lisrht and weather as rek'urda 
the time of open-air and in-door employment. 
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Article V. — BopKS and Accounts. 

The following booke and accoante are prescribed : 
A register of prisoners shall be kept in the office of the Commandant, 
in which shall be recorded the name, company, regiment, file number of 
descriptive list and accompanjing papers, and date of entry into prison 
of each prisoner; the military department where tried; the number of 
the order promulgating sentence; period of confinement; date of dis- 
cbarge from service; health, and result of physical examination by the. 
Surgeon ; height and weight at date of admission ; and at his discharge a 
record of any marks or peculiarities on his person and in his manner that 
would serve to identify him; nativity; name of nearest relative, with 
address; his prison number and the number of his cell; the class in 
which he is serving; his promotion or reduction in grade; the character 
of the labor in which he is employed, together with a complete summary 
of his prison history up to the dat« of his discharge from confinement. 

This book shall contain an index of names, with a reference to other 
books from which entries are transferred. 

A morning report book shall be kept similar to a '/Company Morning 
Report Book,'' with headings to show the whole number of prisoners, 
with casualties for the day ; the number sick in the hospital or cells ; and 
the number employed in workshops and otherwise; giving, as far as 
practicable, each kind of work under a separate heading. 

The remarks appended to the report shall show all the incidents neces- 
sary to be preserved in regard to the prisoners, which are not exhibited 
in the "Provost Sergeants' Reports of Time and Conduct." 

Provost Sergeants' Reports of Time and Conduct, — These books shall be 
ruled similar to a "Company Morning Report Book," except that the 
vertical column shall have as a heading the names of the prisoners form- 
ing the section. Each day, opposite the day of the month, and under the 
name of the prisoner, shall be entered, by a system of abbreviation, a 
statement of the prisoner's labor and conduct during the day, and in the 
space allotted to remarks, such comments on the prisoner's course as may 
be called for. This book taken with the morning report book must em- 
brace all the information necessary for the Commandant or an inspector 
to form a reliable estimate of the deserts of each prisoner. 

Cash-book. 

Stock-book, showing stock purchased and expended. 

Sales-book, exhibiting all sales. 

Account-book, of prisoner's money, in which shall be entered the amount

found in poseession of a prisoner on his arrival, or afterward placed to 
his credit, and the disposition made of it. 

Delinquency-book. 

Letter- book. 

Book of letters received. 

Index of letters. 

Indorsement-book. 

General order book. 

Special order book. 

Files of descriptive lists and general court-martial orders. 

A conduct- book shall be made up in the office of the Commandaut, from 
the morning report book and Provost Sergeants' reports of time and con- 
duct, giving a full and complete record of the conduct of each prisoner 
during his confinement. 

Article VI. — School and Library. 

There shall be instituted a school for the instruction of prisoners of the 
first and second classes, which shall be under the superintendence of the 
Chaplain ; the different classes to be organized under the direction of the 
Commandant. 

There shall be instituted a prison-library, made up of such works and 
newspapers as may be approved by the Commandant, and all prisoners, 
save such as are undergoing punishment tor violation of the rules and 
regulations, will be permitted to select from the catalogue and read in 
their cells or rooms such volumes and papers as they may wish. 

Article VII.— General Kules. 

No person shall be allowed in the corridors of the prison after the pris- 
oners are locked up at night, except officers and guards. 

The officers or guards on duty in the guard-room will not be permitted 
to read any book or paper while the prisoners are out of their cells. 

The officers and guards shall not permit any pei-son to go on the walls, 
or enter the prison, without authority from the Commandant or executive 
officer. 

Visitors will not be permitted to enter the prison unless accompanied 
by an officer or guard; and, when within the prison, will be under the 
surveillance of the officer or guard accompanying them. 

Visitors will have no intercourse with the prisoners, and when passing 
through the prison will conduct themselves in a quiet and orderly man- 
ner. Loud talking, laughing, aiid personal allusion to prisoners, by 
pointing or otherwise, will not be permitted. 
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No viuous, alcoholiC; or malt liquors will be allowed upon the prison 
grounds, except for medicinal purposes. 

The use of tobacco or cigars by the prisoners is prohibited. No one 
will be allowed to smoke or use tobacco in the shops, cells, dormitories, 
or other rooms devoted to the prisoners, or hy the Provost Sergeants or 
guards, except within their own barracks or grounds. 

All officers and non-commissioned officers on duty in the prison are 
enjoined to keep constantly in view the fact that the reformation of its 
inmates, and their restoration to the service as good soldiers, or to civil 
life good citizens, was one of the chief objects of the Government in 
establishing the institution, and it is expected that they will exert them- 
selves earnestly to accomplish such a result. 

No punishment or privation of any kind shall be ordered, except by 
the Commandant, or Governor, or an officer acting as such. 

Under no circumstances will two prisoners be confined in the same cell 
at the same time. Prisoners must be confined either in separate cells or 
in dormitories. 

Prisoners of the first class, as a rule, will be kept in dormitories; those 
of the other classes in separate cells. 

Prisoners of the first class will take their meals apart from those of 
the second and third classes. For this purpose they will take their 
breakfasts and suppers fifteen minutes later or earlier, and their dinner 
half an hour later or earlier, than those classes, as the Commandant may 
order. 

Immediately after "tattoo" the prisoners will undress, and when the 
signal for "taps" is given, all will be required to be in bed. Lights 
must be extinguished at " taps." 

The Commandant will give such orders as may be necessary to carry 
into effect the regulations adopted by the Board of Commissioners.

By direction of the Secretary of War the following Circular from 
the Treasury Department, containing instructions concerning the 
payment of Treasury drafts and official checks of public disbursing 
officers, is published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned : — 

Circular Instructions Concerning the Payment of Treasury Drafts 

and Official Checks of Public Disbursing Officers. 

Treasory Departmkrt, 

WaahingUm, D. C, February 13, 1877. ' 

The following Sections of the Revised Statutes of the United States and the 
subsequent Regulations are published for the information and guidance of all 
concerned : 

"SiCTioN 306. At the termination of each fiscal year all amounts of moneys 
that are represented by certificates, drafts, or checks, issued by the Treasurer, 
or by any disbursing oflScer of any Department of the Government, upon the 
Treasurer or any assistant treasurer, or designated depositary of the United 
States, or upon any national bank designated as a depositary of the United 
States, and which shall be represented on the books of either of such offices 
as standing to the credit of any disbursing officer, and which were issued to * 
facilitate the payment of warrants, or for any other purpo.Qe in liquidation of 
a debt due from the United States, and which have for three years or more 
remained outstanding, unsatisfied and unpaid, shall be deposited by the 
Treasurer, to be covered into the Treasury by warrant, and to be carried to 
the credit of the parties in whose favor such certificates, drafts, or checks 
were respectively issued, or to the persons who are entitled to receive pay 
therefor, and into an appropriation account to be denominated ' outstanding 
liabilities."* 

** Skction 308. The payee or the bona-fide holder of any draft or check the 
amount of which has been deposited and covered into the Treasury pursuant 
to the preceding sections, shall, on presenting the same to the proper officer 
of the Treasury, be entitled to have It paid by the settlement of an account 
and the issuing of a warrant In his favor, according to the practice in other 
cases of authorized and liquidated claims against the United States. 

** Section 309. The amounts, except Such as are provided for in section three 
hundred and six, of the accounts of every kind of disbursing officer, which 
shall have remained unchanged, or which shall not have been increased by 
any new deposit thereto, nor decreased by drafts drawn thereon, for the space 
of three years, shall in like manner be covered into the Treasury, to the 



proper appropriation to which they belong; and the amounts thereof shall, on 
the certificate of the Treasurer that such amount has been deposited in the 
Treasury, be credited by the proper accounting officer of the Department of 
the Treasury on the books of the Department, to the oflScer in whose name it 
had stood on the books of any agency of the Treasury, if it appears that he is 
entitled to such credit. 

** Skotion 310. The Treasurer, each assistant treasurer, and each designated 
depositary of the United States, and the cashier of each of the national banks 
designated as such depositaries, shall, at the close of business on every 
thirtieth day of June, report to the Secretary of the Treasury the condition 
of every account standing, as in the preceding section specified, on the books 
of their respective offices, stating the name of each depositor, with his official 
designation, the total amount remaining on deposit to his credit, and the dales, 
respectively, of the last credit and the last debit made to each account And 
each disbursing officer shall make a like return of all checks issued by him, 
and which may then have been outstanding and unpaid for three years and 
more, stating fully in such report the name of the payee, for what purpose 
each check was given, the office on which drawn, the number of the voucher 
received therefor, the date, number, and amount for which it was drawn, and, 
when known, the residence of the payee." 

REGULATIONS. * 

(1.) Hereafter any Treasury draft or any check drawn by a public disbursing 
officer still in service, which shall be presented for payment before it t*hall 
have been issued three full fiscal years, will be paid in the usual manner by 
the office or bank on which it is drawn, and from funds to the credit of the 
drawer. Thus, any such draft or check issued on or after July 1, 1873, will be 
paid as above stated until June 30, 1877, and the same rule will apply for sub- 
sequent years. 

Any such draft or check which has been issued for a longer period than 
three full fiscal years will be paid only by the settlement of an account in this 
Department, as provided in section 308 above published; and for this purpose 
the draft or check will be transmitted to the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
necessary action. 

(2.) The reports of Independent Treasury officers, national-bank deposi- 
taries, and public disbursing officers, required by Section 310 above published, 
will be rendered promptly to the Secretary of the Treasury at the close of 
each fiscal year. 

(3.) Whenever any disbursing officer of the United States shall cease to.act 
in that capacity, he will at once inform the Secretary of the Treasury whether 
he has any public funds to his credit in any office or bank, and, if so, what 
checks, if any, he has drawn against the same which are still oatstanding and 
unpaid. Until satisfactory information of this character shall hare been fur- 
nished, the whole amount of such moneys will be held to meet the payment 
of his checks properly payable therefrom. 

(4.) Hereafter, at the close of each fiscal year, the Treasurer, the several 
assistant treasurers, and designated and national-bank depositaries, will also 
render to the Secretary of the Treasury a list of all disbursing officers' accounts 



Btill anclosed which have been opened on the books of their respectiTe offices 
or banks more than three fiscal years, giving In each case the name and official 
designation of the officer, the date when the account with him was opened, 
and the balance remaining to his credit. 

(5.) In case of the death, resignation, or removal of a public disbursing officer, 
any check previously drawn by him and not presented for payment within 
four months of its date, will not be paid until its correctness shall have been 
attested by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary of (he Treasury. 

(6.) If the object or purpose for which any check of a public disbursing 
officer is drawn is not stated thereon, as required by Departmental regula- 
tions or if any reason exists for suspecting fraud, the office or bank on which 
such check is drawn will refuse its payment.

The General of the Army, with regret, announces the decease of 
Brigadier General Amos B. Eaton, Brevet Major General, retired. 

On graduating from the U. S. Military Academy, in 1826, General 
Eaton was attached to the 4th Infantry as Brevet 2d Lieutenant. 
He served with that arm, chiefly in the Indian country, until 
appointed Captain in the Subsistence Department, at the reorganiza- 
tion of the General Staff, in 1838. In this capacity he rendered 
valuable service in Mexico. He was principally noted in this Depart- 
ment for the personal attention which he always gave to the selection 
and purchase of the supplies which went from his depot to the whole 
Army. When it is known that during the first three or four years 
of the late war he had supervision of the purchasing department in 
the City of New York, the extent of his responsibility can be readily 
imagined. He became Commissary General of Subsistence, by reg- 
ular succession, in June, 1864, and was retired in May, 1874, after 
an unblemished record of nearly half a century. 

As Commissary General of Subsistence he was ex officio one of 
the Commissioners of the Soldiers' Home. In the duties of this 
office he was greatly interested, and many of the improvements to 
its estate, near the City of Washington, are due to his carefully 
studied suggestions. 

General Eaton was personally a man of kind and amiable temper f 
steadfast and immovable in his stem probity and sense of right, 
while courteous in his official and social associations. These traits, 
added to his undoubted honor and morality of private character, 
secured for him a large circle of warm friends, both in the Army 
and in civil life, who will sincerely mourn his sudden and unex- 
pected demise. 



On the evening of February 21, 1877, he was seized by an affection 
of the heart while in attendance in the lecture room of the Yale 
School of Fine Arts, in New Haven, and before medical aid could 
be summoned had breathed his last. 

As a tribute of respect to his memory the officers of the Sub- 
sistence Department will wear the usual badge of mourning for 
thirty days.

in battle are more severe, dangerous, and disabling, and more fully 
incapacitate and disqualify him for any service, than the loss of an 
arm or leg, or the permanent disability of an arm or leg by resection, 
and is hereby restored upon the list of retired officers of the Army 
to the frill rank of lieutenant-colonel, held by him from the date of 
his retirement up to March third eighteen hundred and seventy-five, 
with the pay of such rank from the date of the passage of this act, and 
shall hereafter hold and receive the rank and pay of lieutenant- 
colonel upon the list of retired officers of the Army.

The following Acts of Congress are published for the information 
and government of all concerned : — 

I...AN ACT to authoriEe the Ocean City Bridge Company to maintain and 
operate a bridge heretofore erected over and across Synepuxent Bay in 
Worcester County, Maryland. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Ocean 
City Bridge Company, a corporation created by an act of the general 
assembly of the State of Maryland, passed at the January session 
thereof, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six, be, and it is 
hereby, authorized to maintain and operate a bridge heretofore built 
across Synepuxent Bay, from Hommock Point to Ocean City in 
Worcester County in said State, with all the powers, rights, and 
franchises, and subject to all the conditions, duties, and obligations, 
which are conferred and imposed upon said corporation in and by 
the several provisions of the said act of incorporation. 

Sec. 2. If the bridge authorized by the preceding section, shall 
at any time, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, substantially or 
materially obstruct the free navigation of the Synepuxent Bay, the 
same shall under the direction of the Secretary and at the expense 
of the owner or owners, be so altered or changed as to obviate the 
obstruction, and if in the opinion of the Secretary, the removal of 
the bridge shall be necessary to secure the navigation of said bay, 
such bridge shall within sixty days after notice to that effeict, be 
removed by the owner or owners at his or their expense.

the same and improving the grounds thereof and the proper burial 
therein of the soldiers who fell on the battle-field of Antietam, there 
be appropriated the sum of fifteen thousand dollars, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be expended under the direction of

That the following 
sums be, and the same are hereby, appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the support of the 
Military Academy for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and seventy- eight : 

For pay of three professors, at three thousand five hundred dollars 
per annum each, ten thousand five hundred dollars. 

For pay of six professors at three thousand dollars per annum 
each, eighteen thousand dollars. 

For additional pay of professors for length of service, six thousand 
seven hundred dollars. 

For pay of one instructor of practical military engineering, in 
addition to pay as first lieutenant, nine hundred dollars. 

For pay of one instructor of ordnance and s[c]ience of gun[n]ery, 
in addition to pay as first lieutenant, nine hundred dollars 

For pay of eight assistant professors, in addition to pay as first 
lieutenants, four thousand dollars.

For repairs and improvements, timber, plank, boards, joist, wall- 
strips, laths, shingles, slate, tin, sheet-lead, nails, screws, locks, 
butts, hinges, glass, paint, turpentine, oils, bricks, varnish, stone, 
lime, cement, plaster, hair, sewer and drain pipe, blasting-powder, 
fuse, iron, steel, tools, mantels, and other similar materials, and for 
pay of citizen mechanics and labor employed upon repairs that can- 
not be done by enlisted men, twelve thousand dollars. 

For fuel and apparatus, coal, wood, stoves, grates, furnaces, ranges, 
fire-bricks, and repairs of steam-heating apparatus, fourteen thou- 
sand dollars. 

For gas-pipes, fixtures, lamp-posts, gas-lamps, gasometers, and 
retorts, and annual repairs of the same, six hundred dollars. 

For fuel for cadets' mess-hall, shops, and laundry, three thousand 
five hundred dollars. 

For postage and telegrams, three hundred dollars. 

For stationery, blank books, paper, envelopes, quills, steel-pens, 
rubbers, erasers, pencils, mucilage, wax, and ink, six hundred 
dollars.

visitors, one hundred and fifty dollars ; stationery for use of instructor 
^.nd assistants, one hundred dollars ; text-books, twenty dollars. 
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For department of civil and military engineering: For models, 
maps, purchase and repairs of instruments, text books, book of ref- 
erence, and stationery for the use of instructors, and contingencies, 
five hundred dollars ; for continuing preparation of text- books for 
special instruction of cadets, five hundred dollars. 

For department of chemistry, mineralogy, and geology: For 
chemicals, including chemical apparatus, glass and porcelain ware, 
paper, wire, sheet-metal, ores, photographic materials, five hundred 
dollars ; rough specimens, files, alcohol, lamps, blow-pipes, pencils, 
and steel and agate mortars, for practical instruction in mineralogy 
and geology ; for fossils illustrating the different rock- formations for 
daily use in section- rooms, and for gradual increase of the cabinet, 
six hundred and fifty dollars; repairs and additions to electric, 
galvanic, magnetic, electro-magnetic, magnet[r]o-electric, pneu- 
matic, and therm [at]ic apparatus, seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

For receiling, repairing, and painting of section-rooms, two hun- 
dred dollars ; pay of mechanic employed in chemical and geological 
section-rooms and in lecture-room, one thousand dollars ; models 
and diagrams, twenty-five dollars ; books of reference, text-books, 
and stationery, for the use of instructors, forty dollars. 

For department of natural and experimental philosophy: For 
additions to the apparatus to illustrate the laws in mechanics, optics, 
and acoustics, one thousand dollars ; books of reference, text-books, 
repairs, and materials, four hundred dollars ; for pay of mechanic, 
one thousand dollars. 

For department of practical military en^neering: For mining 
materials and for profiling ; telegraphing and signaling materials ; 
drawing materials, stationery, and text-books ; and repairs of instru- 
ments, two hundred dollars. 

For department of French : For text-books and stationery for the 
use of instructors, one hundred dollars. 

For department of Spanish : For text-books and stationery for the 
use of instructors, forty dollars. 

For department of law : For text-books and stationery and books 
of reference for the use of instructors, one hundred dollars.

For expenses of the board of visitors, including mileage, three 
thousand dollars : Provided, That the expenses allowed by section 
thirteen hundred and twenty-nine of the Revised Statutes shall be 
paid as follows : each member of the board of visitors shall receive 
not exceeding eight cent^ per mile for each mile traveled by the most 
direct route from his residence to West. Point and return, and shall 
in addition receive five dollars per day for expenses during each day 
of his service at West Point. 

For miscellaneous and contingent expenses: For gas-coal, oil, 
candles, matches, and wicking for lighting the academy, cadet-bar- 
racks, mess-hall, shops, hospital, offices, stable, and sidewalks, four 
thousand dollars ; water-pipes, plumbing, and repairs, one thousand 
five hundred dollars ; cleaning public buildings, (not quarters,) five 
hundred dollars ; brooms, brushes, pails, tubs, soap, and cloths, two 
hundred dollars ; chalk, crayons, sponge, slate, and rubbers, for 
recitation-rooms, one hundred dollars ; compensation of chapel- 
organist, two hundred dollars ; compensation of librarian, one hun- 
dred and twenty dollars ; pay of engineer of heating and ventilating 
apparatus for the academic building, the cadet-barracks, chapel, 
and philosophical building, including the library, one thousand five 
hundred dollars ; pay of assistant of same, seven hundred and twenty 
dollars ; pay of five, firemen, two thousand two hundred dollars ; 
increase and expense of the library, books, magazines, periodicals, 
and completing printing and binding of catalogues one thousand 
dollars. 

For pay of librarian's assistant, one thousand dollars. 

For furniture for cadet- hospital, one hundred dollars. 

For repairing and improving sea-coast battery, taking up, repair- 
ing foundation, and relaying platform for fifteen-inch gun, four hun- 
dred and eighty dollars. 

For new stone front-pintle platform for fifteen-inch gun, one thou- 
sand dollars. 



Bnildings and grounds : For repairing roads and paths, five hun- 
dred dollars. 

For resetting steam-boilers used for heating cadet-barracks, 
academy, chapel, and library, one thousand two hundred dollars. 

Section. 2. That the Military Academy band shall consist of one 
teacher of music, who shall be leader of the band, for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy eight, and may 
be a civilian, and of twenty- four enlisted musicians of the band. 

Sec. 3. That the teacher of music shall receive ninety dollars 
per month, one ration, and the allowance of fuel of a second lieu- 
tenant of the Army ; and that of the enlisted musicians of the band 
six shall each be paid thirty-four dollars per month ; six shall each 
be paid twenty dollars per month ; and the remaining twelve shall 
each be paid seventeen dollars per month ; and that the enlisted 
musicians of the band shall have the benefits as to pay arising from 
re-enlistments and length of service applicable to other enlisted men 
of the Army.

That the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars be, and the same is hereby appro- 
priated out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
for the protection preservation and repair of fortifications and other 
works of defense, for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth eighteen 
hundred and seventy-eight ; the same to be expended under the 
direction of the Secretary of War ; also, the following for armament 
of fortifications, namely : 

For the armament of sea-coast fortifications, including heavy guns, 
and howitzers for flank defense, carriages, projectiles, fuses, powder, 
and implements, their' trial and proof, and all necessary expenses 
incident thereto, one hundred thousand dollars ; and for Gatling or 
other machine guns, twenty-five thousand dollars. 

For torpedoes for harbor defenses, and preservation of the same, 
and for torpedo experiments in their application to harbor and land 



defense^ and for instruction of engineer battalion in their prepara- 
tion and application, fifty thousand dollars: Provided^ That the 
money herein appropriated for torpedoes shall only be used in the 
establishment and maintenance of torpedoes to be operated from 
shore-stations for the destruction of an enemy's vessel approaching 
the shore or entering the channel and fairways of harbors.

L..JOINT RESOLUTION authorizing the President to doRignaie and set apart 
a site for the colossal statue of " Liberty enlightening the world " and to 
provide for the permanent maintenance and preservation thereof. 

Whereas, the President has communicated to Congress the informa- 
tion that citizens of the French Republic propose to commemorate 
the one hundredth anniversary of our independence by erecting at 
their own cost a colossal bronze statue of *' Liberty enlightening the 
world " upon a pedestal of suitable proportions to be built by private 
subscription upon one of the islands belonging to the United States 
in the harbor of New York, and 

Whereas it is proper to provide for the care and preservation of 
this grand monument of art and of the abiding friendship of our 
ancient ally : Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled^ That the President 
of the United States be and he is hereby authorized and directed to 
accept the colossal statue of " Liberty enlightening the world " when 
presented by citizens of the French Republic, and to designate and 
set a part for the erection thereof, a suitable site upon either Gov- 
ernors or Bedloes Island, in the harbor of New York ; and upon the 
completion thereof shall cause the same to be inaugurated with such 
ceremonies as will serve to testify the gratitude of our people for 
this expressive and felicitous memorial of the sympathy of the citi- 
zens of our sister Republic ; and he is hereby authorized to cause 
suitable regulations to be made for its future maintenance as a beacon, 
and for the permanent care and preservation thereof as a monument 
of art, and of the continued good will of the great nation, which 
aided us in our struggle for freedom.

the Army of the United States, and who, while in such service, 
incurred disability from a wound or injury received or disease con- 
tracted in the line of duty.

Be ii enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary 
of War be, and he is hereby, authorized and directed to cause to be 
furnished to John S. Wood, late a first lieutenant in the Seventh 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, (volunteers,) an honorable discharge from 
the service, on account of wounds receivjsd in action, of the same 
date as the date of the discharge of his company. And the Pay- 
master-General is hereby authorized and directed to pay the said 
John S. Wood, out of any money appropriated for the pay of the 
Army, a sum equal to the emoluments of a first lieutenant of cavalry, 
from the date of his muster-in to the service as such until the muster- 
out of Company I of the Seventh Pennsylvania Cavalry, deducting 
therefrom such sum or sums as he may have received on account of 
such services for the same period. 

Sec. 2. That nothing contained in the thirteenth section of the act 
entitled **An act supplementary to the several acts relating to 
pensions," approved June sixth, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, or 
any other act, limiting the time for filing a claim for pension, shall 
operate to prevent the said John S. Wood from making claim for 
pension from the date of the muster-out of service of Company I of 
the Seventh Pennsylvania Cavalry.

I...AN ACT for the relief of certain clflimaDts under the donation land law 
of Oregon, approved September twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and 

my. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the claims 
of such persons who were duly qualified thereto, and made bona-fide 
settlements upon lands in the State of Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritory, under the provisions of the act of Congress, approved Sep- 
tember twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and fifty, entitled ^^An act 
to create the oflSce of surveyor-general of the public lands in Oregon, 
and to provide for the survey, and to make donations to settlers of 
the said public lands," and the legislation supplemental thereto, 
which have been included, in whole or in part, within the limits of 
any reservation made by the United States for military purposes 
subsequent to the date of such settlement and prior to the comple- 
tion of the period of residence and cultivation required by said act, 
which reservation has been, or may hereafter be, declared abandoned 
by the Secretary of War as no longer necessary to the United States 
for military or other purposes, shall be adjudicated and patented the 
same as other donation claims arising under said act and supple- 
mental legislation, as though such reservation had never been made : 
Provided however, That no claim of any settler coming within the 
purview of this act shall be validated or confirmed the value of whose 
improvements, at the time such reservation was made by the United 
States, has been ascertained and paid for by the Secretary of War, 
as required by the aforesaid act of September twenty- seventh, 
eighteen hundred and fifty, and the legislation supplemental thereto.

II...AN ACT to aathorise the Secretary of War to open and re-adjast the set- 
tlement naade by the United States Government with the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad of Georgia. 

Be U enacted by the Senate and House of BepresentaUves of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary 
of War is hereby authorized to re-open the settlement made by the 



United States Government with the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
of the State of Georgia, and to adjust the same upon the basis and 
the plan of settlement which was adopted in the settlement made hj 
the Secretary of War with the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad' 
Company, the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company, and 
the Nashville and Decatur Railroad Company, under the authority 
of the act of Congress approved March third, eighteen hundred and 
seventy one. 

Sec 2. That when said claims have been adjusted in pursuance of 
the provisions of this act, the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to issue his warrant on the Treasury of the United to the 
governor of Georgia or his order for the amount of money it is 
found ought to be refunded to said railroad on account of said settle- 
ment.

III... AN ACT to provide for the dinposition of Fort Dalles military reserration. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representativet of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary 
of War be, and hereby is, authorized to transfer to the custody and 
control of the Secretary of the Interior, for disposition for cash, 
according to existing laws relating to the public lands, after appraise- 
ment, to the highest bidder, and at not less than the appraised vake. 
nor at less than one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, the United 
States military reservation known as the Fort Dalles military reser- 
vation at Dalles in the State of Oregon, as the same was established 
by order of Brigadier- General W. S. Harney, in the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-nine, excepting any portion of said reservation as 
may have been granted to any settler under the act of Congress 
making donations of the public lands in Oregon to settlers, approved 
September twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and fifty, or which 
may have been granted under any other act of Congress previous to 
the time when such military reservation was established. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Interior, if in his opinion the 
public interests require it, may cause the said lands in said reserva- 
tion, or any part thereof, to be subdivided into tracts less than forty 
acres each, and into town-lots, or either; and, in such cases, each 
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subdivision or lot shall be appraised and offered separately for sale 
to the highest bidder, as before provided, after which any tract or 
lot so offered, and not sold for want of bidders, shall be subject to 
'sale at private entry at the appraised value. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Interior shall cause the improve- 
ments, buildings, materials, and other property, which may be situate 
upon said reservation, or upon any such tract or into which the same 
may be subdivided, to be appraised, and may cause the same to be 
sold, together with the tract or lot upon which the same may be 
situate, at not less than the appraised value of the land and improve- 
ments, or may, in his discretion, cause the said improvements to be 
sold separately at public sale at not less than the appraised value, to 
be removed by the purchaser within such time as the Secretary of 
the Interior may direct ; and if the improvements are offered and not 
sold for want of bidders, then the Secretary of the Interior is author- 
ized to sell the same at private sale for not less than the appraised 
value. 

Sec. 4. That the land lying between the northern boundary of said 
military reservation and the northern boundary of the military reser- 
vation, as established by order of Major G. I. Rains in the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty- five, shall be disposed of under and accord- 
ing to the provisions of title thirty- two, chapter eight, of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, except any portion of the same to which 
there maybe a valid pre-emption claim ; and all controversies arising 
under this act, in regard to the right or title to any part of said lands, 
shall be decided by the register and the receiver of the proper land- 
office, subject to an appeal to the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office by any person or party interested therein.

By direction of the Secretary of War the following decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States is published for the information 
of the Army: — 

SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES. 

No. 401.— October Term, 1876. 

The United States, Appellants j 1 

vs. > Appeal from the Court of Claims. 

Arthur Martin. J 

The act of Congress declaring "that eight hoars shall constitute a day's work 
for all laborers or workmen * * employed by or on behalf of 
the governmeni of the United States/* is in the nature of a direction by 
the United States to its agents. 

It is not a contract with laborers to that effect, and does not prevent the offi. 
oers of the government from making agreements with laborers by which 
the day's labor may be more or less than eight hours. 

The act does not prescribe the amount of compensation to be paid for the 
labor of eight hours or of any other time. 

Where a laborer has been in the habit of working for the government twelve 
hours a day at a compensation of ^.50 per day, and in answer to his 
request is informed that if he wishes to remain in the service he must 
continue to work twelve hours per day, and receives his pay accordingly, 
he cannot afterwards recover for the additional time over eight hours as 
a day's labor. 

When an application is made to the defendant for the excess of time over 
eight hours per day, and an allowance is made and the receiver ceceipts 
in full for the account, this is a bar to any further claim. 

Mr. Justice HUNT delivered the opinion of the Court. 

On the 25th of June, 1868, Congress passed an act (15 Stat., 77). declaring 
"that eight hoars shall constitute a day's work for all laborers, workmen, and 
mechanics now employed, or who may hereafter be employed, by or on behalf 
of the government of the United States."— (Revised StHts., § 3,738.) 

This was a direction by Congress to the officers and agents of the United 
States, establishing the principle to be observed in the labor of those engaged 
in its service. It prescribed the length of time which should amount to a 
day's work when no special agreement was made upon the subject. There 
are several things which the act does not regulate which it may be worth 
while to notice. 

First It does not establish the price to be paid for a day's work. Skilled 
labor necessarily commands a higher price than mere manual labor, and 



whether wages are high or low depends chiefly upon the enquiry whether 
those having labor to bestow are more numerouB than those who desire the 
service of the laborer. The English statute books are full of assizes of bread 
and ale, commencing as early as the reign of Henry 2d, and regulations of 
labor, and many such are to be found in the statutes of the several states. It 
is stated by Adam Smith, as the law in his day, that in Sheffield no roaster 
cutter or weaver or hatter could have more than two apprentices at a time, 
and so lately as the 8th Geo. 3d, and which remained unrepealed until ISZ.*), ao 
act was passed prohibiting under severe penalties all master tailors in LondoD, 
or within five miles of it, from giving, or their workmen from accepting, more 
than two shillings seven pence halfpenny a day, except in the case of general 
mourning.— (Smith's Wealth of Nations, 125, 6 Oxford ed. of 1869.) A different 
theory is now almost universally adopted. Principals, so far as the law can 
give the power, are entitled to employ as many workmen and of whatever 
degree of skill and at whatever price they think fit, and except in some spe- 
cial cases, as of children or orphans, the hours of labor and the price to bf 
paid are left to the determination of the parties interested. The statute of 
the United States does not interfere with this principle. It does not specify 
any sum which shall be paid for the labor of eight hours, nor that the priee 
shall be more when the hours are greater, or less when the hours are fewer. 
It is silent as to everything except the direction to«its officers that eight hoars 
shall constitute a day's work for a laborer. 

Second. The statute does not provide that the employer and the laborer may 
not agree with each other as to what time shall constitute a day's work. There 
are some branches of labor, connected with furnaces, foundries, steam or gas 
works, where the labor and the exposure of eight hours a day would soon 
exhaust the strength of a laborer, and render him permanently an invalid. 
The government officer is not prohibited from knowing these facts, nor from 
agreeing when it is proper that a less number of hours than eight shall be 
accepted as a day's work. Nor does the statute intend that where out-of-door 
labor in the long days of summer may be offered for twelve hours at an uni- 
form price, the officer may not so contract with a consenting laborer. 

We regard the statute chiefly as in the nature of a direction from a principal 
to bis agent, that eight hours is deemed to be a proper length of time for ft 
day's labor, and that his contracts shall be based upon that theory. It is ft 
matter between the principal and his agent in which a third party has no 
interest. The proclamation of the President and the act of 1872 are in har- 
mony with this view of the statute. 

We are of the opinion, therefore, that contracts flxing or giving a different 
length of time as the day's work are legal and binding upon the parties 
making them. 

In the case before us the claimant continued his work, after understanding 
that eight hours would not be accepted as a day's labor, but that he must work 
twelve hours, as he had done before. He received his pay of $2.50 a day for 
the work of twelve hours a day, as a calendar day's work during the period in 
question, without protest or objection. At that time ordinary laborers under 
the same government received but $1.75 per day at the same place, and those 
engaged in the same department with the claimant in a private establishment, 
at the same place, received but $2 for a day's work of twelve hours, and the 



finding adds, "they had more work to do than the claimant had while simi- 
larly employed/* The claimant's contract was a voluntary and a reasonable 
one, by which he mu^t now be bound. 

In 1873 the claimant applied for the same arrears of pay as are here in ques- 
tion, and received from the auditor an award of $206.63. That amount was 
paid to the claimant, and he receipted in writing in full for the account. This 
has often been held in this court to be a bar to any further claim. — (U. S. vs. 
Justice, 14 Wal., 635; U. S. v». Child, 12 lb., 232.) 

These principles require a reversal of the judgment of the Court of Claims. 
The case is remanded to the Court of Claims with directions that the petition 
of the claimant be dismissed.

The following extracts of an Act of Congress are published for the 
information and government of all concerned : — 

AN ACT to perfect the revision of the statiiteaof the United States, and of the 
statutes relAting to the District of Columbia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That for the 
purpose of correcting error [or] s and supplying omissions in the act 
entitled " An act to revise and consolidate the statutes of the 
United States in force on the first day of December, anno Domini 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy three," so as to make the 
same truly express such laws, the following amendments are hereby 
made therein : 

* * * ♦ * 

Section two hundred and fifteen is amended by adding at the end 
of the section the following: There shall be in the said Department 
an inferior ofiicer, to be appointed by the said principal ofiicer to be 
employed therein as he shall deem proper, and to be called the chief 
clerk in the Department of War, and who, whenever the said prin- 
cipal officer shall be removed from office by the President of the 
United States, or in any other case of vacancy, shall during such 
vacancy, have the charge and custody of all records, books, and 
papers, appertaining to the said Department." 

Section two hundred and twenty five is amended by adding at the 
end of the section the following: In settling the accounts of the 
commanding officer of a company for clothing and other military 
supplies, the affidavit of any such officer may be received to show 
the loss of vouchers or company books, or any matter or circum- 
stance tending to prove that any apparent deficiency was occasioned 
by unavoidable accident or lost in actual service, without any fault 
on his part, or that the whole or any part of such clothing and sup- 
plies had been properly and legally used and appropriated ; and such 
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affidavit may be considered as evidence to establish the facts set 
forth, with or without other evidence, as may seem to the Secretary 
of War just and proper under the circumstances of the case." 
* * * * * 

Section one thousand and ninety four is amended by striking out 
the word ** post' ' ,* in the twenty fifth line, before the words " ordnance 
sergeant'*. 

Section one thousand and ninety-seven is amended by inserting, in 
the second line, after the word " who", the word ** shall". 

Section eleven hundred and two is amended by striking out, after 
the word " majors", in the second line, the words " one surgeon, one 
assistant surgeon"; and in the seventh line after the word "the", 
insert the words *' seventh, eighth". 

Section eleven hundred and ten is amended by striking out the 
word **post" before the words ** ordnance sergeants" in the first 
line. 

Section eleven hundred and eighteen is amended by striking out 
the words '* any criminal offence" in the third line, and insertingthe 
words *' a felony". 

Section eleven hundred and twenty six is amended by inserting a 
comma after the word '* post", in the first line. 

Section eleven hundred and thirty-one is amended by inserting, 
after the word *' cavalry" in the second line, the words "provided 
no promotion shall be made until the number of inspectors-general 
is reduced to four". 

Section eleven hundred and thirty two is amended by adding at 
the end of the section the following: 

*' All appointments in the Quartermaster's Department shall be 
made from the Army. During the absence of the Quarternoaster- 
General, or the chief of any military bureau of the War Deparment, 
the President is authorized to empower some officer of the depart- 
ment or corps whose chief is absent to take charge thereof, and to 
perform the duties of Quartermaster- General, or chief of the depart- 
ment or corps, as the case may be, during such absence." 

Section eleven hundred and thirty-six is amended by adding at the 
end of the section the following : 

** It shall be the duty of all officers of the United States having 
any of the title-papers (property purchased, or about to be pur- 
chased, for erection of public buildings) in their possession, to 
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furnish them forthwith to the Attorney-General. No public money 
shall be expended until the written opinion of the Attorney- General 
shall be had." 

Section eleven hundred and thirty-seven is amended by inserting, 
in the third line, after the word "service" the following: ** who 
shall be entitled to receive each forty dollars per month and three 
rations per day, and forage for one horse". 

Section eleven hundred and thirty-nine is amended by adding at 
the end of the section the following: **And he shall account to the 
Secretary of War at least once in three months for all property and 
money that may pass through his hands, or the hands of his subor- 
dinate officers." 

Section eleven hundred and sixty two is amended by striking out 
all after the word **many" in the first line and inserting the follow- 
ing: "sergeants of ordnance, corporals of ordnance, and first and 
second class privates of ordnance, as the Secretary of War may 
direct." 

Section eleven hundred and sixty three is amended by striking 
out, in the third line, the words " privates of first class", and insert- 
ing the words "ordnance enlisted men ", in lieu thereof. 

Section eleven hundred and sixty seven is amended by inserting 
at the end thereof the following words: "Every officer of the 
Ordnance Department, every ordnance-store keeper, every post 
ordnance sergeant, each keeper of magazines, arsenals, and armories, 
every assistant and deputy of such, and all other officers, agents, or 
persons who shall have received or may be entrusted with any stores 
or supplies, shall quarterly, or oftener if so directed, and in such 
manner and on such forms as may be directed or prescribed by the 
Chief of Ordnance, make true and correct returns to the Chief of 
Ordnance of all ordnance-arms, ordnance-stores, and all other sup- 
plies and property of every kind, received by or intrusted to them 
and each of them, or which may in any manner come into their and 
each of their possession or charge. The chief of ordnance, subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of War, is hereby authorized and 
directed to draw up and enforce in his department a system of rules 
and regulations for the government of the Ordnance Department, 
and of all persons in said department, and for the safe-keeping and 
preservation of all ordnance property of every kind, and to direct 
and prescribe the time, number, and forms of all returns and reports, 
and to enforce compliance therewith." 



Section eleven hundred and seventy-four is amended by inserting, 
after the word "line'* in the second line, the words ** under snch 
rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War'*.

I. ..The Ordnance Department having found from recent experi- 
ments that the application of oil or grease to the shell of metallic 
ammanition has a tendency to cause the shell to rupture when fired, 
the Chief of Ordnance recommends, and the Secretary of War 
directs, that under no circumstances shall such lubricants be applied 
to the metallic case of any cartridges for the service arms. When 
practicable every cartridge before being placed in the arm shall be 
examined, to see that it is perfectly clean ; and no cartridge, and 
pariicvlarly no discharged shell, shall be kept in the arm longer than 
absolutely necessary. 

. II...The following order is approved by the Secretary of War : — 
Seal-skin caps and gauntlets will not be returned as issued to 
troops, but will be borne on the return of the officer accountable, 
while fit for service. They will be charged to the^ soldier in whose 
use they are when lost or destroyed by his fault, and will be dropped 
from the return on ^* statement of charges " in the same manner that 
camp and garrison equipage lost by soldiers is charged and dropped. 
When worn out in service they will be presented for inspection. 

Company officers who have issued such caps and gauntlets to their 
men will take them up again on their returns, and enter the amounts 
to the credit of the soldiers on their clothing accounts.

AN ACT establishing postrroadtt and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Hotise of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That * * 

Sec 5. That it shall be lawful to transmit through the mail, free 
of postage, any letters, packages, or other matters relating exclu- 
sively to the business of the Government of the United States : 
Provided, That every such letter or package to entitle it to pass 
free shall bear over the words ** Official business " an endorsement 
showing also the name of the Department, and, if from a bureau or 
office, the names of the Department and bureau or office, as the case 
may be, whence transmitted. And if any person shall make use of 
any such official envelope to avoid the payment of postage on his 
private letter, package, or other matter in the mail, the person so 
offending shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and subject to a 
fine of three hundred dollars, to be prosecuted in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 6. That for the purpose of carrying this act into effect, it shall 
be the duty of each of the Executive Departments of the United 
States to provide for itself and its subordinate offices the necessary 
envelopes: and in addition to the endorsement designating the 
Department in which they are to be used, the penalty for the unlaw- 
ful use of these envelopes shall be stated thereon.

Saperintendents of National Cemeteries being civilians, and now 
paid by the Quartermaster's Department as other civil employees 
thereof, the following regulations from the Secretary of War are 
promulgated for the information and guidance of all concerned : — 

I... In view of the responsibility attached to the position of 
Superintendent, and his not being generally under the direct super- 
vision of a superior officer, it is of great importance that none but 
men of excellent character and fair abilities should be appointed. 

Applicants must therefore fulfill the following conditions, viz : — 

Ist. They must have served in the Army of the United States, 
either regular or volunteer, and must have been disabled for active 
field service in the line of duty, but the degree of their present 
disability must not he such as to impair their efficiency in charge of 
Cemeteries, 

2d. They must be of steady, sober, and correct habits. 

3d. They must have a fair degree of intelligence and education, 
and must be able to write legibly. • 

n...All applications for the appointment of Superintendent should 
be addressed to the Quartermaster General of the Army, and be 
accompanied by testimonials of responsible persons in support of 
the above requirements. • They must be in the handwriting of the 
applicant, and must give his full name, length of service, the com- 
pany and regiment he last served in, date and cause of his dischairge, 
and his present place of residence. 

No applications from enlisted men in the Army will be enter- 
tained, such men being ineligible under the law. 

III... All applicants, before being appointed, will be examined by 
a Board of Officers to be convened, by orders from the Adjutant 
General's Office, in the Department where they may be residing or 
serving. An applicant having passed a satisfactory examination, 
^U, if selected for appointment, be required to serve a probationary 
term of six months as an assistant at such Cemetery as the Quarter- 
master General may designate before being definitely appointed. 



Applicants thus selected will be hired by the Qnartermaster's 
Department, at the rate of $40 per month, and famished with trans-. 
portation from and to their homes. 

If at the expiration of this probationary term the applicant has 
shown his fitness for the position, he will then be eligible for appoint- 
ment when a vacancy occurs. Should there be no vacancy at the 
end of the term, his employment will cease. He will then, in his 
turn, be duly appointed as vacancies occur. 

The number of candidates on probation will at no time exceed 
four. 

IV... The pay of Superintendents is $60, $65, $70, $75, per month, 
according to the grade of the Cemetery to which they are assigned, 
with quarters and fuel. 

V...**The Superintendents of the national cemeteries shall be 
selected from meritorious and trustworthy soldiers, either com- 
missioned officers or enlisted men of the volunteer or regular Army, 
who have been honorably mustered out or discharged from the 
service of the United States, and who may have been disabled for 
active field service in the line of duty." — {Section 4874, Revised 
Statutes of the United States.) 

VI... Changes in the classification of Cemeteries will continue to 
be made in orders through the Adjutant General's Office.

By direction of the Secretary of War the following additional 
regulations on the subject of soldiers' deposits are announced for 
the government of all concerned : — 

Before delivering to discharged soldiers final statements upon 
which deposits are credited, the officer signing the statements will 
ascertain if the soldier has the certificates of deposit in his posses- 
sion. If so, he should be instructed to present them, with his final 
statements, to the Paymaster. 

Should he claim to have lost the certificates, the officer will cause 
the soldier's affidavit to the facts to be made (before a Judge Advo- 
cate or Post Adjutant) in duplicate and attached to the statements. 

The affidavit should clearly set forth the fact and circumstances 
of loss of the certificates, and that the soldier has not sold or 
assigned them. 

Upon this evidence the Paymaster may pay without the certifi- 
cates of deposit heretofore -required in all cases to accompany the 
final statements ; and the responsibility for the correctness of the 
amounts credited on the statements will rest wholly with the officer 
certifying them. ' 

Paymasters will make no payment of deposits excepting on final 
statements. 

Where repayment is not made on final statements, the soldier should 
forward the certificates, or the evidence above described, to the Pay- 
master General's Office, where alone such claims will be settled. 

The attention of enlisted men should be called to the importance 
of preserving certificates of deposit as the only certain means of 
insuring absolutely correct repayment without delay. 

The attention of officers certifying final statements is especially 
reinvited to the provisions of paragraph 17, first clause of paragraph 
19, and last clause of paragraph 20, (pages 8 and 9, ) of General 
Orders No. 61, Adjutant General's Office, series of 1872 j the same 
being too oflen neglected.

The following regulations are published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: — 

I... The Quartermaster's Department will provide transportation 
in kind, when required, for officers and enlisted men on recruiting 
service, and for recruits, only in the following cases, to wit : 

For Officers. 

1. For journey to report to Superintendent, under orders detailing , 
the officer on recruiting service. 

2. For journey in conducting assigned recruits ^to regiments or 
stations. 

3. For journey, under orders to rejoin recruiting service, afler 
conducting recruits to regiments or stations, and 

4. For journey to rejoin regiment or station when relieved from 
recruiting service. 

For Enlisted Men. 

o. For journey from regiment or station under orders to join the 
recruiting service. 

6. For journey in conducting assigned recruits to re^ments or 
stations. 

7. For journey in returning to proper station after conducting 
recruits to regiments or stations, and 

8. For journey in returning to regiment or station after having 
been relieved from recruiting service. 

For Recruits. 

II ... Transportation will be provided by the Quartermaster's 
Department for recruits to regiments or stations after assignment 
thereto. 

III... For recruits who, after assignment and before joining their 
regiments or stations, desert and are arrested and delivered to proper 
authority at any military post or recruiting station, transportation 
will be provided from that military post or station to such places as 
they may be sent ; provided, that if arrested by an officer of the 
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Army, transportation will be provided from the place of arrest : and 
provided further, that when deserters are arrested by or delivered to 
recruiting officers, the transportation, when necessary, may be pro- 
vided by such officers, and paid for out of recruiting funds, the 
amount so paid to be reimbursed to the recruiting fund in all cases 
where the desertion is af^er assignment, from the appropriations for 
the Quartermaster's Department, by the Treasury Department, in the 
settlement of accounts therefor. The accounts will state that the 
amount was paid for the transportation of a deserter, assigned or 
unassigned, as the case may be. 

IV. ..For all other journeys of officers and enlisted men on recruit- 
ing service, and of recruits, transportation will be' provided by 
propet recruiting officers, and paid for from recruiting funds. 

V... Transportation of rejected recruits, and of recruits who may 
desert before assignment, will not be provided and paid for by the 
Quartermaster's Department, except as provided for in paragraph 
III of this order. 

VI.. .Officers will be paid mileage by the Pay Department, in lieu 
of being furnished transportation in kind by the Quartermaster's 
Department, if they so elect, for all journeys specified in sub- 
divisions 1, 8, and 4, of paragraph I of this order, except when 
traveling on a conveyance belonging to or chartered by the United 
States, or, on a railroad on which the troops of the United States are 
by law to be transported free of charge, or at less than foil rates, in 
which cases transportation in kind only can be furnished. See 
paragraphs I and 4 of General Orders No. 97, Adjutant General s 
Office, 1876.

The following regulations have been adopted by the Secretary of 
War for the information and guidance of all concerned : — 

Section twelve hundred and seventy. Revised Statutes of the 
United States, as amended by Act of Congress approved February 
27, 1877, provides that when forage in kind cannot be furnished by 
the proper departments, then, and in all such cases, officers entitled 
to forage may commute the same- according to existing regulations. 

In order to receive the benefits of the above-mentioned law, all 
officers of the Army entitled to forage are required to produce the 
certificate of the Quartermaster, when there is one, or of the com- 
manding officer, when there is no Quartermaster, that forage in kind 
cannot be furnished. 

When the officer is on detached duty he should apply to the 
nearest Quartermaster to be furnished with forage in kind, and if 
forage cannot be furnished, and the Quartermaster to whom he 
applies furnishes no certificate to that efi^ect, his own certificate, with 
the additional statement that there is no commanding officer or 
Quartermaster serving with him, is necessary. 

When any officer of the Quartermaster's Department certifies that 
forage cannot be furnished in kind by that Department, to enable an 
officer to draw commutation of forage, he will, immediately upon 
signing such certificate, send a copy thereof to the Quartermaster 
General, with a report of the causes which make it impracticable to 
furnish forage in kind, the name of the officer, the number of horses, 
and the time for which the certificate is given. 

Forage in kind is to be issued only during the month in which it 
is needed, and the certificate, when given, should be for each month 
separately. 

All officers signing such certificates will be held to a strict account- 
ability therefor. There are few posts where an efficient Quarter- 
master cannot make arrangements to furnish forage in kind to all 
persons authorized to draw it.

Frederick Phisterer. j 

Ad officer who is ordered home to await orders (under the consolidating act 
of March 3, 1869), from a post at which he is doing military duty, is enti- 
tled to mileage while traveling in pursuance of such order. 

Section 1110 [1109] of the army regulations of 1866, that an officer who travels 
not less than ten miles without troops, escort, Ac, under special orders 
from a superior, &c., shall receive ten cents mileage, applies to such 
case. 

The case is not controlled by g 1117, providing that when officers are "per- 
mitted to exchange stations," Ac, they must bear their own expenses. 

The home of the officer to which he is ordered is not a military station. A 
military " station *' Is merely synonymous with military ** post." In each 
case it means not an ordinary residence, having nothing military about 
it except that one of its occupants holds a military commission, but a 
place where military duty is performed or stores are kept or distributed, 
or something connected with war or arms is kept or done. 

There being no exchange of stations, the case is governed by §1110, fll09,] 
and the officer is entitled to his mileage. 

By g 1080 of the regulations, " when public quarters cannot be furnished to 
officers at stations without troops, quarters will be commuted at a rate 
fixed by the Secretary of War, and fuel at the market prices." 

An officer ordered home to await orders is not entitled to this commutation. 
His home is not a "station" within the meaning of this regulation. 

Mr. Justice HUNT delivered the opinion of the Court 

The present case is one of a class of which several are now pending in this 
court, and many more it is understood are before the Court of Claims. 

The claimant was a captain of infantry in the United States army, and on 
the 7th day of January, 1870, by special order from the Adjutant-Genei^rs 
office, at his own request, was ordered home to await orders. This was done 
by virtue of the consolidating act of March 3d, 1869. The claimant proceeded 
from Fort Bridger, Wyoming Territory, where he then was, to his home In 



New York city. On the 28th of February, 1870, he reported as waiting orders 
at that place, and afterwards as waiting orders at Littleton, N. J., which was 
then his borne. 

The claim now made is for mileage in traveling from Fort Bridger to New 
York, -and for commutation for quarters and for fuel while tbas awaiting 
orders. 

The Court of Claims allowed the petitioner both for bis mileage and the 
commutation for quarters and fuel during the period mentioned. The ques- 
tions will be separately considered. 

1. As to mileage. 

Comment is made upon the circumstance that the claimant reported him- 
self to the department as awaiting orders at the city of New York, on the 31st 
of January, 1870, Hpecifying that place an his home, and that on the 31st of 
March following, he reported himself at Littleton, N. J., specifying that place 
as bis home. We see nothing in this that should prejadice the claimant's 
right of recovery. New York may well have been his home in January, and 
Littleton bis home in March. It is not extraordinary nor a ground of suspi- 
cion that an officer should change his place of residence. Whether he resided 
in New York or in New Jersey could make no difference in his position in the 
army or in bis liability or readiness to respond to any orders given to him. It 
was indeed important that be should keep the department advised of his 
residence, that he could be called upon when it was desired. This he did. 
The department made no objection to this change of residence at the time, 
nor does it place its refusal to pay the mileage upon this ground. We thinit 
the circumstance quite unimportant. 

The effect of the order to proceed to his home and there to await orders 
and the difference between this status and that of an officer "absent from 
duty with leave," was considered by this court in The United States J». 
Williamson.— <23 Wall., 411.) That decision secures to the officer his ftili pay 
while thus awaiting orders, and we find no occasion to correct anything coo* 
taioed in it. We are still of the opinion that the officer was not absent on 
leave, but that be was awaiting orders at his home. It results also from this 
decision that in thus proceeding to bis home he was traveling under orders. 

The provision relating particularly to the case we are considering is found 
in 2 1109 of the army regulations authorised and confirmed by the act of July 
28,1866. It is there provided that** an officer who travels not less than ten 
miles without troops, escort, or military stores, and under special orders in a 
case from a superior, or a summons to attend a military court, shall reeeire 
ten cents mileage." This means that be shall be entitled to an allowance of 
ten cents for each mile thus traveled. It is hardly denied that the claimant 
was traveling within the meaning of this regulation. 

But it is contended that under regulation { 1117, the department was justified 
in withholding the allowance. That regulation is in these words : " When 
officers are pefmitted to exchange stations, or are transferred at their own 
request from one regiment or company to another, the public will not be put 
to the expense of their transportation. They must bear it themselves." If 
A at one station and B at another desire to exchange stations or regiments or 
companies with each other, and prefer a request to that effecti the provision 



assumes that th« commanding oflBcer may, In his discretion, grant it, but, as 
no pablio Interest Is advanced by it, and It is consented to for the advantage 
or pleasure of the two officers, they must bear their own expense of transpor- 
tation In making the exchange. This is juf^t and reasonable. 

We are inclined to think that it would beHoo narrow a construction of this 
provision to hold that it required that two officers should be concerned In the 
exchange. An exchange from one station to another station by the same 
officer at his own request, If found compatible with the public service, would 
be within the words of the rule, and apparently as much within its spirit as 
when the exchange was made by and between two officers. 

But we are of the opinion that Captain Phisterer did not make an exchange 
of stations within the meaning of this regulation. In other words, although 
he left a military station at Fort Bridger, his home at New York, to which he 
went, did not become and is not to be deemed a military station. In the 
broadest use of language no doubt the word station means a place or position, 
and it may be said that wherever a man, in pursuance of orders, stays or 
remains, he is stationed, and that if he Is a military man, such place becomes 
a military station. This word (station) has a recognized and a different mean- 
ing under different circumstances. It is a technical word in church regula- 
tions, in the science of ecclesiology, In 'the civil law, in surveying, in railroad 
language, and in military science.— (See Richardson and Worcester Die.) 

A ** military station *' is merely synonymous with the term " military post," 
and means a place where troops are assembled, where military stores, animate 
or inanimate, are kept or distributed, where military duty Is performed or 
military protection afforded, — where something, in short, more or less closely 
connected with arms or war is kept or is to be done. 

In the army regulations the two terms are often used convertibly. Thus, in 
the regulations of 1847 : 

If a post or station should prove unhealthy, the troops may be removed, 
Ac.— (11, par. 67.) 

Whenever a military post or station shall be abandoned, the property should 
be turned over, Ac— <11, par. 98.) 

Commanding officers of forts and stations on the sea-coast to aid in quaran- 
tine regulations.— (11, par. 61.) 

The military force at any post or station in the Indian Territory shall be 
employed. Ac— (17, par. 91.) 

Whenever an officer Is ordered from one station to another, or for the per- 
formance of any duty, not being with troops, he shall proaeed by the most c^ect 
route without unnecessary delay, nor is he, under any pretence whatever, except 
that of sadden illness, to apply for leave of absence from the time he quits 
the station at which he receives the order until he has arrived at his place of 
destination.— (45, par. 227.) 

Whenever such officer shall appear to have made unusual or unnecessary 
delay, he shall immediately report the cause to the commanding officer of 
the post— <i6, par. 228.) 

It is « roiause of language to designate as a post or a military station a 
cottage in a country village In no way distinguishable in its use or appoint- 
vaents from every other residence in'the village, because one of the persons 



who lives in it is an officer in the army. There was no exchange of stations 
by Captain Phisterer, and, therefore, nothing to except his case from the 
general law which allowed him npileage for his travel in proceeding to bis 
home. 

2. The claim for commutation for quarters and commutation for fuel while 
at New York and New Jersey is to be considered. 

Among the army regulations established by the act of March, 1863, are the 
following, under the head of quartermaster's department: {1064. "This 
department provides the quarters and transportation of the army, * * 

fuel, forage,** Ac. "Barracks and quarters.** glOAB. "Under this head are 
included the permanent buildings for the use of the army as barracks, quar- 
ters, hospitals, storehouses, officers* stables.** glOA8. "The number of rooms 
and amount of fuel for officers and men are as follows: * * Captain, 2 

rooms, 1 as kitchen; cords of wood, ^ or 3 per month, according to the 
season of the year.*' §1071. "No officer shall occupy more than his proper 
quarters, except by order of the commanding officer, when there is an excess 
of quarters at the station.** * * §1073. " Fuel issued to officers or troops 

is public property for their use; what they do not actually consume shall be 
returned to the quartermaster and taken up on his quarterly return.*' §1077. 
"An officer may select quarters occupied by a junior; but having made his 
choice he must abide by it, and shall not again at the fort displace a junior 
unless himself displaced by a senior.** §1080. " When public quarters cannot 
be furnished to officers at stations without troops, or to enlisted men at gen- 
eral or department headquarters, quarters will be commuted at a rate fixed 
by the Secretary of War, and fuel at the market price delivered.'* * * 

§1083. "Officers absent from their appropriate duties for a period exceeding 
six months, either with or without leave, shall not receive the allowances " 
mentioned. §1084. "Officers and troops in the field are not entitled to com- 
mutation for quarters or fuel." 

The claimant bases his demand upon § 1080, above set forth. To maintain 
this claim it must be held that Captain Phisterer, while at his house in New 
York and in New Jersey, was at a station without troops. That he was without 
troops is plain enough, but that his home on these occasions was not a mili- 
tary station, we have undertaken to show when considering his claim for 
mileage. The same construction of the word station which gives him his 
mileage, cuts off his claim for commutation. 

We think the regulation we have referred to was not intended for a case 
like that we are considering, that is, where an officer is at his own home await* 
ing orders and having no public duty whatever to perform. 

Quarters are expected to be furnished by the government to its oflScers ; 
when it cannot thus furnish it allows them to be obtained otherwise, and pays 
a money compensation therefor, called commutation. This is upon the 
assumption, first, that the officers are actually engaged in the public service; 
and, second, that such quarters are necessary to the discharge of their dnty. 
It is upon the latter idea that commutation for fuel and quarters is not allowed 
to officers when in the field. The duty there is public not only, bat of the 
most necessary character, still apartments, kitchen, and offices are not there 
necessary, and cannot be commuted for. 
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We are of opinioD that the claimant was not at a etation, in the Mnae that 
he is entitled to public quarters, or to a compensation in the form of oommu- 
tatioo for rooms and apartments or ftiel, obtained or supposed to be obtained 
ia lien of those expected to be Aimished by the goremraent. In making this 
allowance we think the Court of Claims erred. 

The briefs submitted contain suggestions of what would be the result in 
various cases, which, it is said, may arise under these regulations. Our judg- 
ment is intended to be giren upon the precise case before us and upon no 
other. Should other cases be presented the Court of Claims will give them 
the attention required, as will this court should they come here. Both courts 
have business enough to occupy them, without anticipating cases which may 
never be presented. 

The Judgment of the Court of Claims is reversed, and the cause remanded 
to that court with directions to enter a judgment in favor of the claimant for 
the mileage, and denying his petition as to the claim of commutation fdr 
quarters and fuel.

The following regulations, approved by the Secretary of War, are 
published for. the information and guidance of all concerned: — 

I... Hereafter officers who pay accounts for the transportation of 
persons en route to procure artificial limbs, or returning therefrom, 
will, as soon as payment is made, forward the original account to the 
Quartermaster General ; and, in letter of transmittal, will say that 
^^ the account is forwarded under the provisions of General Orders 
No. 46, of 1877, that it may be referred to the Surgeon General 
for repayment to the Quartermaster's Department." The paying 
officer will take credit for the amount paid on his abstract ^*B" for 
the month, and will note thereon the fact that the account was for- 
warded to the Quartermaster General on (date to be specified) for 
the purpose aforesaid. 

On receipt of the account by the Quartermaster General, he will 
cause it to be duly examined, and, if found correct, to be forwarded 
to the Surgeon General, with request that the amount be paid to the 
Depot Quartermaster, Washington, D. C, and the Surgeon General 
will cause the amount to be so paid by the disbursing officer of his 
bureau from the appropriation for artificial limbs.. 

The Depot Quartermaster will receive the money and deposit it in 
the Treasury of the United States, to the credit of the appropriation 
for Army transportation ; and in his account current for the month 
will state from whom the money was received, and that it was a 
refundment to the Quartermaster's Department from the appropria- 
tion for artificial limbs, of a sum paid by , Quartermaster, 

U. S. A., on voucher No. , for , 18— ,for the transporta- 
tion of a person (or persons) en route to procure an artificial limb. 
He will also immediately notify the Third Auditor of the Treasury 
by letter of the receipt of the money (stating from whom received, 
when received, and the amount) to reimburse the Quartermaster's 
Department for amount paid by (state whom, when paid, and on 
what voucher) for the transportation of a person (or persons) 
en route to procure an artificial limb ; that the amount has been 
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deposited with the Treasurer of the United States to the credit of 
the appropriation for Army transportation, and will be acconnted 

for on his account current for the month of . 

On referring an account to the Surgeon General for refundment, 
the Quartermaster General will notify the Depot Quartermaster of 
his action, and in doing so will give the name of the Quartermaster 
who made the pa3rment, the date and number of the voucher on 
which payment was made, and the amount paid, and will state that 
the payment was for the transportation of a person (or persons) 
en route to procure an artificial limb. ^ 

II... The foregoing regulations will govern in the settlement of 
accounts for transportation of persons to the Soldiers' Home, except 
that, instead of referring the account to the Surgeon General, it will 
be referred to the Treasurer of the Soldiers' Home for refundment. 
But no accounts for transportation of this class of pers'bns will be 
settled except such as are ordered by the Secretary of Wy on the 
application of the Board of Commissioners of the Soldiers' Home. 

III... The following order has been received from the War Depart- 
ment:— 

Post Commanders may, when they consider it necessary, order 
the issue of corn brooms on special requisitions, as follows : 
To a Post School, not exceeding six per annum. 
To a Post Chapel, not exceeding three per annum. 
To a Post Library, not exceeding four per annum.

When a company is below the 
standard herein prescribed, the company commander may re-enlist 
any good soldier of his company whose terim expires, provided it is 
done at the date of discharge from previous enlistment on expiration 
of its term, and at the station of the company.

Company commanders will forward, through regimental headquar- 
ters to Department Headquarters, recommendations for discharges 
in time to have them take effect by or before June 15, 1877, in such 
number as will by that date reduce their companies to the standard 



herein fixed. The recoinmendations will embrace the following 
classes : 

1. Soldiers whose term of enlistment will expire within four months 
from July 1, 1877, unless they ^gree to re- enlist in their companies 
at the date of expiration of service. All such men are to be abso- 
lutely discharged so as to get pay on final statements. 

2. Soldiers known to be minors, and to have been improperly 
enlisted. 

8. Such soldiers as would forfeit retained pay under General 
Orders No. 51, of 1872. 

4. Soldiers who desire their discharge, which in the opinion of 
their company commander may be granted without detriment to 
the service. 

Department commanders will give orders for discharge upon these 
recommendations. This authority, however, is limited to the present 
occasion. 

The Superintendents of Mounted and General Recruiting Service 
will give orders for the discontinuance, on June 1, 1877, of all ren- 
dezvous for which rent is paid. The , recruiting parties will be 
ordered to the General Recruiting Depots, with their arms and equip- 
ments. 

The uniform clothing, flags, &c., will be carefully packed and 
shipped to the nearest depot of the Quartermaster's Department, 
viz: Philadelphia, Jeffersonville, (Indiana,) or San Francisco. 

Unless arrangements can be made to safely store the furniture and 
other recruiting property — payment lo be made when the next appro- 
priation may become available — all such property will be sold. 

Such of the officers on the Recruiting Service as are needed, or 
can be quartered at the depots, will be ordered there ; the others 
will be put on "awaiting orders" until the Recruiting Service can 
be resumed.

Upon the delivery of sup- 
plies under such , a contract, disbursing officers are authorized to 
issue certified vouchers, stating in substance the sum due ; to whom 
due ; on what account, and that it has not been paid for want of 
funds. 

General Orders No. 77, of the series of 1873, in so far as it con- 
flicts with this order, is hereby suspended until further orders.

War Department, 
Washington City, May 15, 1877. 

The attention of disbursing officers is called to the following pro- 
visions of the Revised Statutes : — 

Sec. 3678. All sums appropriated for the various branches of expenditures 
in the public service shall be applied solely to the objects for which they are 
respectively made, and for no others. 

Sec. 3679. No department of the Government shall expend; in any one fiscal 
year, any sum in excess of appropriations made by Congress for that fiscal 
year, or involve the Government in any contract for the future payment of 
naoney in excess of such appropriations. 

Sec. 3682. No moneys appropriated for contingent, incidental, or miscel- 
laneous purposes shall be expended or paid for official or clerical compensa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3690. All balances of appropriations contained in the annual appro- 
priation bills and made specifically for the service of any fiscal year, and 
remaining unexpended at the expiration of soch fiscal year, shall only be 
applied to the payment of expenses properly incurred during that year, or to 
the falfillment of contracts properly made within that year; and balances not 
needed for such purposes shall be carried to the surplus fund. This section, 
however, shall not apply to appropriations known as permanent or indefinite 
appropriations. 

Sec. 3732. No contract or purchase on behalf of the United States shall be 
made, unless the same is authorized by law or is under an appropriation 
adequate to its fulfillment, except in the War and Navy Departments, for 
clothing, subsistence, forage, fuel, quarters, or transportation, which, however, 
shall not exceed the necessities of the current year. 

Under these provisions the Department cannot lawfully enter 
into any contract or agreement unless the same is authorized by law, 
or is under an appropriation adequate to its fulfillment, except for 
clothing, subsistence, forage, fuel, quarters, or transportation. 

Contracts or agreements for personal or clerical service cannot be 
lawfully made unless provided for by law or Covered by an appropri- 
ation therefor. Care must be taken not to involve the Government 
in any contract for the future payment of money in excess of the 
appropriation. 



Employes for whose payment no appropriation has been made tor 
the next fiscal year will be allowed to continue on duty only in cases 
where their services are absolutely necessary and ordered by proper 
authority ; and where they will stipulate that they do so voluntarily, 
and without contract or agreement to be paid therefor. This stipu- 
lation should be in writing. All employes whose services can be 
dispensed with, or who decline to remain upon the terms above 
named, will be discharged on the 8Qth of June next. 

Persons rendering service without contract or agreement, in 
accordance with this order, may be furnished with a certificate 
showing the time for which such service is rendered, and the char- 
acter of the service ; but such certificate must state that the services 
were voluntarily rendered without contract or agreement, and that 
the holder has no claim for compensation unless Congress shall 
make an appropriation therefor.

The Army is advised that until Congress shall have made provision 
for pay purposes of the next fiscal year, no payment whatever can be 
made by Paymasters for services rendered, or as reimbursement of 
expenses incurred, for time subsequent to June 30, 1877. 

Under the statute, no form of obligation can be issued by Pay- 
masters, or others, pledging the Government to future payment of 
such claims. There is no objection, however, in the matter of the 
usual vouchers (for pay, mileage, &c.) of officers, Paymasters' clerks, 
and messengers, citizen witnesses, and others paid on individual 
accounts, to endorsing such vouchers, as follows : — 

"The within account is correct and due less dollars 

($ ) of stoppages applicable thereto. There is no appropriation 

for its payment." 

The statement as to stoppages need be placed on pay vouchers 
only, and should be wholly omitted from such as are not subject of 
stoppage. Where stoppages cover the entire amount of the voucher, 
no endorsement will be made upon it. 

These endorsements will be made only after maturity of the 
account, and upon both copies of the voucher. They will be signed 
by the following officers of the Pay Department for the limits desig- 
nated in each case, and by none others, to wit : 

Colonel N", W, Broum, Assistant Paymaster General, New York 
City — New England States, New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, and Virginia. 

Major A. Sharp, Paymaster, Washington, District of Columbia- 
District of Columbia. 

Major W, B, Rochester, Paymaster, Atlanta, Georgia — North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Kentucky, and Tennessee.

Major C, M, TerreU, Paymaster, Detroit, Michigan — Michigan, 
Ohio, and Indiana.

Endorsements by the officers above-named will be made only upon 
vouchers of officers, and others, stationed, or resident, within their 
respective limits. In case of removal or transfer to other limits, the 
party must present to the officer named therefor, as an indispensable 
requisite for endorsement of pay vouchers, a statement, by the 
pay officer of the old limits, of the latest period for which he had 
endorsed such vouchers. 

Especial pains should be taken, before endorsing vouchers, to see 
that they are accompanied with all the papers and data necessary to 
their full completion. Should any uncertainty exist as to the pro- 
priety, sufficiency, or correctness of a voucher, (as in the case of 
mileage claims,) reference should be had to the Paymaster General's 
Office before endorsement is made. 

The above-named officers will keep a careful alphabetical register 
of vouchers endorsed by them, with yiew to avoidance of duplicate 
sets of the same voucher. When provision shall have been made 
for their payment, these vouchers will be paid only by the officer 
endorsing them. 



In case of termination of service of an oflScer or Contract Surgeon, 
no endorsement will be made, after notice thereof, upon any pay 
voucher of the party concerned, unless it be a final account, duly 
executed, and accompanied with the required evidence of non- 
indebtedness. 

The pay vouchers of officers should be made up in full, excepting 
when under forfeiture of pay by sentence of General Court-Martial 
or on half-pay leave of absence, when the vouchers will be made up 
for the net amount due, showing the deduction made and the cause 
thereof. 

Where stoppages are noted upon vouchers, the officer making the 
endorsement will, at once, report the fact to the Paymaster General, 
with full information as to the name of the party, the time covered 
by the voucher, and the amount of stoppage. 

If deposits are offered by soldiers after June 30, 1877, they will be 
received and reported in the usual manner, but will not be used for 
disbursements until an appropriation shall have been made.

By direction of the Secretary of War the following order is pub- 
lished to the Army: — 

The attention of the officers of the Army is called to the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, in case of the United 
States versus Arthur Martin^ published in General Orders No. 26, 
Headquarters of the Army, Adjutant General's Office, March 27, 
1877, with instructions to conform thereto, and to make their con- 
tracts for labor, or for workmen, strictly conform to the ruling cus- 
tom or practice of civil employers at or near their respective posts. 
Under this decision, it is competent to fix by agreement the number 
of hours that shall constitute a day*s work, as well as the price to 
be paid therefor, and it is only in the absence of contract that eight 
hoars is to be regarded as the limit. 

In the field and in the wilderness, when fixed hours of labor 
obtain, ten (10) hours will be fixed by contract as a day's work, 
when there are eleven (11) hours or more between sunrise and 
sunset. This allows one hour's rest during the day when the sun is 
eleven hours above the horizon, and in the heat of summer a longer 
nooning may be allowed. 

Clerks, teamsters, herders, sailors, &c., and all employes on the 
march or in the field, will be held to such hours as may be expedient 
and necessary. But except in case of necessity not more than ten 
(10) hours labor should be required of any workingman. 

So much of General Orders No. 46, Headquarters of the Army, 
dated July 16, 1868, relating to the service of civilian employ6s, 
and also of enlisted men employed on extra duty, as conflicts with 
the decision of the Supreme Court, is hereby revoked.

Bj direction of the Secretary of War, the following opinion of the 
Attorney General, respecting the right of retired officers of the 
Army to hold civil offices under the United States Government, is 
published for the information of all concerned : — 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 

Washinqton, June 11, 1377. 
Hod. Gsobcib W. McCbart, 

Secretary of War. 

Sut: Id answer to y oar communicatioD of th« 4th instant, making certain 
inquiries as to retired oflBcers and their relation to civil offices under the 
Unit«d States Government and the salaries thereof, I have the honor to say : 
A retired ofScer does not, in my opinion, vacate his commission in the Army 
by accepting a civil ofSce under the Government, unless that ofSce is by 
appointment in the diplomatic or consular service of the Government, in 
which case he is to be considered as having resigned his place in the Army. 
SecUoD 1222 of the Revised Statutes is to be applied 'to officers upon the 
active list of the Army, who thereby are forbidden to hold any civii office, 
whether by election or appointment, and are declared to cease to be officers 
of the Army, and to vacate their commissions, by acceptance of such offices. 
Section 1223 applies to all officers, whether upon the active or retired list of 
the Army, and must be deemed to exact that any officer, upon either list, 
accepting an appointment in the diplomatic or consular service, is to be 
treated as having resigned his place in the Army. To this section there is an 
exception made by the act of March 3, 1875, which provides that a certain 
class of officers therein described, who are *' borne upon the retired list, shall 
be continued thereon notwithstanding the provisions of section two, chapter 
thirty-eight, act of March thirty, eighteen hundred and sixty-eight," which is 
embodied in section 1223 of the Revised Statutes. Of course, the officers 
therein described, even if accepting an appointment in the consular or diplo- 
matic service, would not vacate their commissions. 

Your second inquiry is whether a retired officer may hold a civil office 
under the United States Government. 

The provisions of the statutes in regard to retired officers direct that they 
may be assigned to duty at the Soldiers* Home under certain circumstances, 
and that they shall not be assignable to any other duty (Rev. Stat., Sec. 1259). 
And, further, that they may on their own applications be detailed to serve as 
professors in any college (Sec. 12B0). It would not, in my opinion, be a legiti- 
mate construction of these two sections to say that they prohibit an officer 
from accepting or being appointed to a purely civil office under the United 
States Government. In the absence of any provision of law forbidding such 
officers to hold civil offices— especially when these sections are taken in con- 
nection with the law that officers upon the active list are (by section 1222 of 
the Revised Statutes) held to have vacated thoir commissions by the acoept- 
Knce of any civil office, and that all officers who accept or hold appointments 
in the diplomatic or consular service are (by section 1223) considered as 
having resigned their places in the Army, with the exception above alluded 
to— it must be considered that a retired officer is not precluded from holding 
a civil office under the United States Government, unless in the consular or 
diplomatic service. 



Tbe third question proposed by you ia whether s retired officer i» entitled 
to draw his pay as such, and also the salary of any ciyil office he may hold 
under the United Stales Oovemment 

Sections 176S, 1764, and 1766 of the Revised Statutes forbid a^y persea who 
holds an office, the salary or annual compensation of which amounts to the 
sum of $2,600, to receive compensation for discharging the duties of any other 
office, unless expressly authorised by law ; also direct that no allowance or 
dbmpensatlon shall be allowed to any officer or clerk by reason of the dis- 
charge of duties whioh belong to any other officer or clerk in the same or sdj 
other Department, and that no officer in any branch of the poblie serrioe, or 
any other person whose salary, pay, or emolun>ents are fixed by law or rega- 
laiions, shall receive any additional pay, extra allowance, or cem^oeatioB in 
any form whatever, for the disbursement of pnblie mooey, or for any otbsr 
service or duty whatever, unless the same is authorised 1^ law,andtlie appro* 
priation therefor explicitly states that it is for sach additional pay, exin 
allowance, or compensation. 

The construction whioh has been given to theee statute* (especially in tb« 
caee of Converse v. The United States, 21 How., 463) is that the intaot sad 
effect of them is' to forbid to officers holding one office to receiv« compenaft- 
tion for the discharge of duties belonging to another, or additional pay. extra 
allowance, or compensation, for such other services or dutiea, where they 
hold the commission of but a single office, and, by virtue of that office, or in 
addition to the duties of that office, have assigned to them the duties of 
another office. According to that decision, however, if an officer boMa two 
distinct commissions, and thus two distinct offiees, he may receive tbe salary 
for each. The evil intended to be guarded against by these statntee wasnot 
so much plurality of offices as it was additional pay or oompenaation to sa 
officer holding but one office for performing additional duties, or tbe dutiea 
properly belonging to another. If he actually holds two oommissioDs sad 
does the duties of two distinct officers, he may receive the siriary wbieh has 
been appropriated to each office. Sections 1768, 1764, and 1765, above referred 
to, are condensations from statutes which were in existence at the time (bat 
this decision was made, and in conformity with it I deem it bb^^ datXt )> 
answer to your inquiry, to say that a retired officer may draw hie pay as aoch, 
and may also draw the salary of any civil office which he may hold under tbe 
Government, assuming, always, that the duties of the civil office are pe^ 
formed under and by virtue of a commiasion appointing him to that oftoe. 
which he holds in addition to his rank as a retired officer.

II...** Abstracts of sales to officers on credit" (Form No. 49) will 
be made up in duplicate — one to accompany the return of provisions 
to the Commissary General of Subsistence, and the other to be filed 
with the retained copy of the same return. A ** Statement of dues 
to the Subsistence Department from officers for Subsistence stores 
sold to them on credit" (Form No. 48) will be made up in dupli- 
cate — one copy to be attached to the copy of the '* Abstract of sales 
to officers on credit" which accompanies the return of provisions to 
the Commissary General of Subsistence, and the other copy to be 
attached to the retained copy of the same abstract. 

III... Every officer purchasing Subsistence stores on credit shall, 
at the end of the month in which the purchase is made (or earlier if 
the selling officer ceases to perform Subsistence duty, or the purchas- 
ing officer leaves the post or station), be furnished by the Com- 
missary with a certified bill (Form No. 47), showing the articles and 
quantities, the prices, and the total money-value of the stores pur- 
chased. 

IV... Every officer who purchases Subsistence stores on credit shall 
enter on his pay- account, for the month in which such purchases are 
made, the amount of his indebtedness therefor to the Subsistence 
Department, as shown by the certified bill or bills furnished him 
under the provisions of the preceding paragraph.

V...Any officer purchasing Subsistence stores on credit who shall 
fail to enter the amount of his indebtedness on his pay-account, as 
herein directed, shall be reported to the- Secretary of War, who, if 
not satisfied with the explanation given, will cause the officer so 
failing to be brought before a Court- Martial, under the first section 
of the act approved March 2, 1863 (60th Article of War). 

VI... Subsistence stores may be sold to enlisted men on credit for 
their own use, on written permits (Form No, 50) signed by their 
respective company commanders, and approved by the commanding 
officer of the post or station ; but such permits shall not be given to 
any enlisted man in excess of the amount of unincumbered pay 
then due him, nor in any month in excess of the amount of his 
monthly pay. The permits will, as a rule, be made up monthly, 
and for all of the enlisted men of a company who desire to purchase 
stores on credit. Post commanders will designate a special time 
for the enlisted men of each company to receive their stores, and 
establish such other rules as they may deem necessary to economize 
labor and secure accuracy in delivering the stores and making up the 
abstracts, statements, &c., accounting therefor. 

VII... "Abstracts of sales to enlisted men on credit" (Form No. 
53) will be made up in duplicate — one copy to accompany the 
return of provisions to the Commissary General of Subsistence, and 
the other to be filed with the retained copy of the same return. A 
*' Statement of dues to the Subsistence Department from enlisted 
men for Subsistence stores sold to them on credit ' ' (Form No. 51) will 
be made up in triplicate, at the end of each month (or earlier if the

In order to facilitate the prosecution of the topographical surveys 
in the Western Military Geographical Divisions and Departments — 
including reconnoissances of routes, the astronomical determination 
of the positions of military posts and other places, and the drafting 
of maps — and holding in view uniformity of action and a systematic 
plan, the following orders, received from the Secretary of War, are 
published for the government of all concerned : — 

X...The general plan of exploration and survey will be determined 
by the Chief of Engineers, and executed by the Division and Depart- 
ment Engineer officers, under the direction of the Generals com- 
manding Divisions and Departments. 

II... In addition to the General Service men authorized for Military 
Divisions and Departments by General Orders No. 92, Adjutant 
Generals Office, series of 1868, restricted by General Orders No. 
30, Adjutant General's Office, series of 1869, there will be allowed, 
for each of the headquarters herein contemplated, two General 
Service men, to serve as topographical assistants, who will act under 
the orders of the Chief Engineer Officer at the Headquarters, and 
who will not be relieved except by authority of the Secretary of 
War, through the General of the Army. The enlistments, for the 
purpose indicated, will be made, by the respective Engineer officers, 
from persons of unexceptionable habits, who are skilled in topo- 
graphical work both in field and office. For the purpose of pay the 
topographical assistants will be rated as derks, and will receive the 
extra pay of thirty-five cents per day, and commutation allowances 
accordingly. 

Ill ...The results of these surveys will be promptly transmitted to 
the Chief of Engineers, and also incorporated into the general maps 
of Divisions and Departments to be kept in the offices of the Division 
and Department Engineers. 

IV... The topographical assistants shall be kept constantly employed 
on topographical work in field and office, and shall be used for no 
other purpose. 



V...When the appropriations under the control of the War 
Department, through the Chief of Engineers, warrant extended 
operations, surveying parties will be furnished, by the Department 
commanders concerned, with such escorts as the latter may deem 
proper. 

The Quartermaster's Department will furnish transportation for 
civilian employes, escorts, material, instruments, collections, snb- 
sistence, and other supplies, and will supply forage^ clothing, camp 
and garrison equipage, and pay the necessary guides, packers, 
herders, laborers, blacksmiths, teamsters, &c., upon proper requisi- 
tion. Actual traveling expenses will be furnished to such civilian 
assistants as may be designated by the Engineer officer. 

The Commissary Department will iiirnish the necessary commis- 
sary stores, upon proper requisitions, in accordance with General 
Orders No. 50, of 1875. 

The Ordnance Department will furnish, upon proper requisition, 
such ordnance and ordnance stores as may b^ required. 

The Medical Department will furnish the necessary medical 
attendance and supplies. 

Authority is granted for the sale, at cost price, to assistants and 
employes, for their personal use while in the field, of necessary stores 
from the supply departments of the A,rmy. 

The topographical assistants on duty with Geographical Surveys, 
whose services are required in the field, will, while so engaged, 
receive the same pay and allowances as when at headquarters. 

The stations of the Engineer officers during the season of field 
operations are hereby fixed at their respective Division or Depart- 
ment Headquarters.

By direction of the Secretary of War, the following order of the 
Postmaster General, fixing the rates of charges for telegraphic com- 
munications, is published for the information of the Army : — 

RATES OF PAY FOR COMMUNICATIONS BY TELEGRAPH, 1877-78. 



Post Office Dspartxert, June 30, 1877. 

Whbkbas, by the act of Congress approved July twenty-fourth, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six, entitled "An Act to aid in the construction of telegraph 
lines, and to secure to the Government the use of the same for postal, military, 
and other purposes," in section second it is enacted: that telegraphic com- 
munications between the several Departments of the Government of the 
United States and their officers and agents shall, in their transmission over 
the lines of said companies, have priority over all other business, and shall 
be sent at rates to be annually fixed by the Postmaster General : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the authority on me by said 
act conferred, I, DAVID M..EEY, Postmaster General of the United States, 
do hereby fix the rates at which the telegraphic communications aforesaid 
shall be sent for the year commencing on the first day of July, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and seventy-seven, as follows, namely: 

The rate for all telegraphic communications, sent otherwise than over cir- 
cuits established by the Chief Signal Officer of the Army for the transmission 
of enciphered weather reports, shall be as follows, viz: 

One cent per word for each circuit* — not exceeding five over the wires of 
any one company— through which it shall be transmitted, said fate to be com- 
puted subject to the following conditions, viz: 

A distance of five hundred miles, as computed by the tables of the Post 
Office Department, shall be deemed a circuit. 

If, in computing circuits, there shall be found one or more circuits and a 
fraction of a circuit, such fraction shall be deemed a circuit. 

If a communication shall be sent a distance less than five hundred miles, 
that distance shall be deemed a circuit. 

When any communication is transmitted necessarily over the lines of two 
or more telegraph companies, the whole distance traversed by such commu- 
nication will be used in computing the number of circuits, and each company 
shall receive &pro rata allowance of the compensation paid for such commu- 
nication ; but no company shall receive less than the allowance for one full 
circuit. 

* The word "circuit," as here used, means not a telegraphic circuit, but a 
Qnii of distance of five hundred miles. 
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All words of the communication transmitted are to be counted, excepting 
the date and place at which such communication is filed. 

All messagee of less than twenty-five worda, address and signature ipclnded, 
shall be rated ae if containing twenty-five words, and all messages exceediog 
twenty-flvo worda shall be rated by the exact number of words they contain, 
address and signature included. 

The rate for all telegraphic oommunications known as the Signal Service 
weather reports shall not exceed three cents for each word of said reports for 
each circuit over which they may pass, in accordance with the schedule of 
circuits and plans of the Chief Signal Officer of the Army, which are now 
or may hereafter be adopted by him for transmitting these reports, or such 
parts thereof as he may designate, in such words or ciphers as may, from time 
to time, be directed by him. The amount thus estimated is to be taken in 
full payment for said reports; no additional allowance to be made for drops, 
oflSce messages, or other sertiees or special faoilities required by the Chief 
Signal Officer for the correct and prompt transmisaion of aaid Signal Serrice 
reports. 

If, at any time, from competition or other caase, telegraph n^s should be 
reduced so that a mensage of ten words may bo sent for the public at a leu 
rate than that above mentioned for a twenty-five-word message, then, and in 
that case, this order shall be changed to meet such lower public rate; it 
being intended by this proviso that in no case shall the Government be com- 
pelled to pay more for a twenty-five-word message, including address and 
signature, than the public is required to pay for a ten-word message, exclu- 
sive of such address and signature.

In order to remove all doubts as to the proper channels for military 
correspondence between the Secretary of War and the Chiefs of Stciff 
Corps, Departmettts, and Bureaus, it is hereby ordered as follows : 

l...The several Chiefs of Staff Corps, Departments, and Bureaus 
will submit directly to the Secretary of War all communications 
requiring his action or that of the President, except such as relate 
to subjects requiring information from, ot to be of record in, the 
AdjutSint Geiaeftal's Ofl5ce> which latter will be addressed to the 
Adjutant General, and be by him submitted to the Secretary of War, 
with the remarks of the General of the Army thefeon. 

II. ..The following classes of communications must, under this 
order, be Submitted through the Adjutant General : ' 

1. All communications concerning appointments, promotions, and 
commissions of officers of the Army. 

2. All communications concerning details for Boards, when com- 
posed of officers from more than one Staff Corps or Department, or 
when the subjects to be acted upon relate to the affairs of different 
Staff Corps or Departments, or other portions of the Army. All 
orders for such details, when authorized by the General of the Army 
or Secretary of War, must issue from the Adjutant General's Office, 
and the authority be stated therein, and reports of proceedings of 
such Boards must be transmitted through the same channel. When, 
however, the business upon which a Board is assembled lies solely 
within the sphere of duties of a Staff Corps or Department, requiring 
as its members exclusively officers of such Corps or Department, the 
details therefor may be made by the head of each Staff Corps or 
Department, respectively.

3. All communications concerning applications for leaves of 
absence for officers of Engineers, Ordnance, or of the General Staff, 
or serving on it, (Aides-de-Camp excepted,) for more than thirty 
days. (See Paragraph 177, Revised Regulations.) 

4. All communications relating to assignments to duty and changes 
in stations of officers of the Staff Corps or Departments, including 
all applications and recommendations concerning the same : Pro- 
vided, That the Chiefs of the several Staff Corps and Departments, 



within the sphere of duties assigned to them by law, regnlations. 
and orders, are authorized to issue to their own subordinates, when 
under their immediate command, such orders, as to journeys and 
duty upon business peculiar to their own Corps and Department, as 
may not involve absence of these subordinates from their proper 
stations for more than thirty days — copies of the orders to be duly 
forwarded to the Adjutant General. 

6. Projets of all General or Special Orders, relating to the affairs 
of the Army generally, or which should be promulgated to any con- 
siderable portion thereof, must be forwarded through the Adjutant 
General, for the consideration of the General of the Army and the 
orders of the Secretary of War. 

6. Generally all correspondence concerning subjects relating to 
or involving the personnel of the Army. 

III... Heads of Staff Bureaus or Corps may, by direct intercourse, 
acquaint the Secretary with their views touching matters for the 
management of which they are responsible to him, whether such 
matters require to be formally presented through the Adjutant 
General or not. 

IV... Communications received by the Adjutant General from any 
part of the Army, through the regular channels, and requiring con- 
sideration or remarks by another Department or Bureau, will be at 
once referred by him, without remark, to the Chief of that Depart- 
ment or Bureau. The form of such reference shall be as follows: 
"Respectfully referred to the Chief of Ordnance,'' (or other officer, 
as the case may be, ) and signed by the Adjutant General. The officer 
to whom such communication is referred will promptly endorse 
thereon such remarks as he may deem proper, and forward it to the 
Secretary of War direct, or return it to the Adjutant General, as 
may be required by the foregoing orders.

Wbsrxas, by the act of CongresB approved July twenty-fourth, A. D. eighteen, 
handred and sixty-six, entitled **An Act to aid in the construction of telegraph 
lines, and to secure to the Government the use of the same for postal, military, 
and other purposes,** in section second it is enacted : that telegraphic com- 
munications between the several Departments of the Oovernmcnt of the 
United States and their officers and agents shall, in their transmission over 
the lines of said companies, have priority over all other business, and shall 
be sent at rates to be annually fixed by the Postmaster General : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the authority on me by said 
act conferred, I, DAVID M. KEY, Postmaster General of the United States, 
do hereby fix the rates at which the telegraphic communicaMons aforesaid 
shall be sent for the year commencing on the first day of July, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and seventy-seven, as follows, namely : 

The rate for all telegraphic communications, sent otherwise than over 
circuits established by the Chief Signal Officer of the Army for the trans- 
mission of enciphered weather reports, shall be as follows, viz : 

One cent per word for each circuit* through which it shall be transmitted, 
said rate to be computed subject to the following conditions, viz: 

A distance of five hundred miles, as computed by the tables of the Post 
Office Department, shall be deemed a circuit, and the shortest practicable 
route of the company transmitting the message shall in all cases be the basis 
of computation.

OPINION. 



DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

Washington, June 23, 1877. 

Sir: I am informed by your letter of the 2l8t inst., that it is in the power of 
the Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing to exchange certain old 
presses for a new press, so that but a small amount of cash, in addition, will 
have to be paid to the manufacturers of the new press, and you inquire 
whether, as these old presses are no longer needed and are much worn, and 
as in this way they will probably produce more than in any other, you are 
jastified in authorizing him to make the purchase iu the manner thus 
indicated. 

It may often happen that by the judicious use of old material, in exchange 
for necessary machinery, more advantageous contracts may be made than in 
any other mode, yet I am not prepared to say that such contracts are author^ 
ised by law. It has been the intention of Congress, as manifested by the 
Statutes, (except in certain cases specifically named,) to require that the pro- 
ceeds of old material which is sold should be covered into the Treasury, and 
thus accounted for. Although such exchanges may often be conducted to 
advantage, yet Congress has deemed it better, as a rule of business, to pre- 
scribe that the officer having charge of old material should "dispose of and 
account for it as such, and afterwards make the purchase of such new material 
as he required out of the specific appropriation for that purpose. 

Section 3618 of the Revised Statutes is as follows : 

"All proceeds of sales of old material, condemned stores, supplies, or other 
public property of any kind, except the proceeds of the sale or leasing of 
marine hospitals, or of the sales of revenue-cutters, or of the sales of com- 
missary stores to the officersand enlisted men of the Army, or of the sale of 
condemned Navy clothing, or of the sales of materials, stores, or supplies to 
any exploring or surveying expedition authorized by law, shall be deposited 
and covered into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts, on account of 
'proceeds of Government property,' and shall not be withdrawn or applied, 
except in consequence of a subsequent appropriation made by law." 

This section has been amended by inserting, after the word "Army," in the 
fifth line thereof, the words " or of materials, stores, or supplies sold to 
officers and soldiers of the Army." (Act of February 27, 1877, chap. 69.) 



The sales which are inoladed within the exceptions in this section are 
controlled by other sections, which regulate the mode in which the sales of 
such property shall be made, and the proceeds thereof applied. 

Section 3672 provides that ** a detailed statement of the proceeds of all sales 
of old material, condemned stores, sapplies, or other public property of any 
kind, shall be inoluded in the appendix to the book of estimates.** 

These sections contemplate that there will be sales of old material neces- 
sarily made in the various Departments of the Government ether than those 
included within the exceptions. For the mode in wrhiob such sales shall be 
conducted, whether by advertisement, at public auction, or otherwise, no 
specific provision is made. In these respects, the sales are left to the discre- 
tion of the officer having charge of such old material, but it is required tbst 
when such sales are made the proceeds shall be covered into the Treasury on 
account of ** proceeds of Government property,*' and that a detailed statement 
of them shall be thereafter made. 

It is therefore in your power to make two transactions, which will produce, 
so far as the benefit to the Government is concerned, the same result that 
would be produced by an exchange. By one of them, you can sell to the 
manufacturers of the printing press the old presses at a rate which you shall 
determine to be fair and just, but the sum received from such sale will neces- 
sarily be covered into the Treasury on account of ** proceeds of Government 
property.** 

By the other transaction, you may purchase flrom the manufacturers, paying 

for the same out of the appropriation which is put into your hands for tliat 

purpose, the new press which is desired for use. While the result, so fkr as 

the Government is concerned, is the same, it will not, of course, have the 

same effect upon your appropriation as would be produced if you were entitled 

to pay for the new press with the proceeds of the old presses, but you will be 

compelled to pay in full for such new press flrom the appropriation in year 

hands for such an expenditure, while the amount received flrom the old 

presses, being covered into the Treasury, will then be subject to the future 

action of Congress. .

The following are published for the information of all concerned : 

** Executive Mansion, 

''November 23, 1876. 

"A joint resolution adopted by Congress, August 5, 1876, declares 
that— 

' Whereas, it is ascertained that the hostile Indians of the North- 
west are largely equipped with arms which require special metallic 
cartridges, and that such special ammunition is in large part sup- 
plied to such hostile Indians, directly or indirectly, through traders 
and others in the Indian country: Therefore, 

'Resolved hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the President 
of the United States is hereby authorized and requested to take such 
measures as in his judgment may be necessary to prevent such spe- 
cial metallic ammunition being conveyed to such hostile Indians, 
and is further authorized to declare the same contraband of war in 
such district of country as he may designate during the continuance 
of hostilities.' 

"To carry into effect the above-cited resolution, the sale of fixed 
ammunition or metallic cartridges, by any trader or other person, in 
any district of the Indian country occupied by hostile Indians, or 
over which they roam, is hereby prohibited ; and all such ammuni- 
tion or cartridges introduced into said country, by traders or other 
persons^ and that are liable in any way or manner, directly or indi- 
rectly, to be received by such hostile Indians, shall be deemed con- 
traband of war, seized by any military officer and confiscated ; and 
the district of country to which ^is prohibition shall apply, during 
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the continuance of hostilities, is hereby designated as that which 
embraces all Indian country, or country occupied by Indians or 
subject to their visits, lying within the Territories of Montana. 
Dakota, and Wyoming, and the States of Nebraska and Colorado.

"Executive Mansion, 

''August 7, 1877. 

" By virtue of authority conferred upon the President of the United 
States by the provisions of section 2132, Revised Statutes of the 
United States, as follows : — 

' The President is authorized, whenever in his opinion the public 
interest may require the same, to prohibit the introduction of goods, 
or of any particular article, into the country belonging to any Indian 
tribe, and to direct all licenses to trade with such tribe to be 
revoked, and all applications therefor to be rejected. No trader to 
any other tribe shall, so long as such prohibition may continue, 
trade with any Indians of or for the tribe against which such prohi- 
bition is issued. ' 

' ' The introduction into the Indian country, for the purpose of sale 
or exchange to or with Indians, of any breech-loading fire-arms, and 
of any special ammunition adapted to such arms, and the sale and 
exchange to Indians in the Indian country of any such arms or 
ammunition, is hereby prohibited ; and it is hereby directed that all 
authority under any license to trade in such arms or ammunition is 
hereby revoked. 

''Second. The introduction into the country or district occupied by 
any tribe of hostile Indians, for the purpose of sale or exchange to 
them, of arms or ammunition of any description, and the sale or 
exchange thereof to or with such Indians, is hereby prohibited ; and 
it is hereby directed that all license to trade in arms or ammunition 
of any description with such tribe be revoked. 

** By virtue of section 2150, Revised Statutes, as follows: — 

'The military forces of the United States may be employed in 

such manner and under such regulations as the President may 

direct — 

* ♦ * * » 

* In preventing the introduction of persons and property into the 

Indian country contrary to law ; which persons and property shall 

be proceeded against according to law. * * * * ' 



"All military commanders are hereby charged with the duty of 
assisting in the execution of the above order, and of Executive 
Order of November 23, 1876, the provisions of which are extended 
to include all Indian country within the Territories of Idaho, Utah, 
and WasHington, and the States of Nevada and Oregon.

The following orders have been received from the War Depart- 
ment : — 

The attention of all officers responsible for fuel, forage, and straw 
for the Army is directed to the frequent and large wastage of such 
supplies, particularly of hay, and the losses sustained at many posts 
by unnecessary accumulations of grain, and the absence of due pre- 
cautions in connection with the storage of said supplies. 

While unexpected movements of troops may sometimes render 
losses unavoidable, it is believed that most of the damage resulting 
from mere length of storage would be avoided by proper care in 
providing, by requisition or otherwise, only such quantities of these 
supplies as can be fully consumed before the use of the new supply. 
In order to prevent such losses in future, as far as practicable, and 
to determine the responsibility therefor when they do occur, the 
following instructions are published: — 

1. All hay and straw, when received from .any source, will be 
carefully weighed. Hay-scales for this purpose will be supplied, on 
proper requisition, to any established military post not already pro- 
vided with them. Grain will be carefully measured or weighed. 
Wood will be carefully piled and measured, or weighed, and coal 
will be weighed. It will probably be found cheaper and more cor- 
rect to determine quantities of wood received by weighing each load 
on the hay-scales before piling — the weight per cord being ascer- 
tained by piling carefully and measuring a sufficient number of cart 
or wagon loads which have been previously weighed. 

2. Hay and straw received and accepted will be carefully stored 
in barns provided for that purpose, or stacked in some good and 
convenient location. Great care will be used in preparing the 
stacks. They will be properly raked down so as to shed the rain 
freely. The tops should be covered with old canvas, if possible, 
and kept in place by poles or ropes weighted at the lower ends with 
stones. Gunny-bags filled with earth, attached to the ropes, and 
pinned to the sides of the stacks can also be used to keep the covers 
in place. If canvas cannot be had the stacks should be thatched, 
the that<2hing to be kept in place as aforesaid. 
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* 

Grain should be stOAved in places protected, as far as possible, from 
rats. ^ 

In granaries resting on foundation posts, these posts should be 
cased with tin plates, so arranged as to prevent rats, mice, and other 
vermin from climbing into the building. For the same purpose, tbe 
steps and platform should be separated from the walls by a space 
which a rat cannot leap, said space being bridged, when required, 
by moveable gang-planks at each door, which should be invariably 
removed when not in use. Were rats and mice thus prevented con- 
stant access, and water kept out of all granaries, those getting in by 
any accident would soon be compelled to leave for water. 

In granaries already built it is believed that, in most instances, the 
requisite alterations and additions for those precautions can be 
readily made ; but if not, such other provisions as local conditions 
may permit should be devised and made. 

Fuel should be piled in wood-yards, or, in the absence of these. 
in places where it can be guarded from thieves. 

3. Every officer responsible for fuel, forage, and straw, will, at 
the end of each quarter, verify by actual measurement the quantities 
of these supplies on hand — will take account of stock. If the haj 
and straw are in the stack, the quantities can be determined by 
ascertaining the cubical contents of the stack, then cutting therefrom 
a cube of definite size, not less than seven feet, and weighing it 
The quantities of hay and straw in barns will be ascertained by 
proper measurement of the space occupied, and by weighing a por- 
tion as above. 

The quantity of grain will be verified by weight or measurem^t. 
If in a bin, the number of pounds can be ascertained by measuring 
the bin, allowing 2,150^^*1^ cubic inches, or ItWt^ cubic feet, of space 
to the bushel, and in weight : of corn, fifty-six pounds to the bushel ; 
barley, forty-eight pounds to the bushel, and oats, thirty-two pounds 
to the bushel ; or, if there are scales at the post, by weighing ten or 
more bushels of the particular grain on hand to determine actnal 
weight of that grain. 

The quantity of wood and coal will be ascertained by weight or 
measurement. If the quantity of coal on hand is determined by 
measurement, ascertain the number of cubic feet, and weigh one or 
more cubic feet. The quantities thus determined will be certified to 
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by the officer responsible for the property, and his certificate to this 
effect will be attached to the property return on which the stores are 
borne. 

The commanding officer of the post will see that the verification 
of the quantities of fuel, forage, and straw by the Quartermaster is 
made as required, and he will make and send to the headquarters of 
the department in which he is serving, or, if at an arsenal or ren- 
dezvous or independent post or depot, to the Quartermaster General 
of the Army, through usual channels, at the end of each quarter, a 
certificate to this effect, and that the quantities shown to be on hand 
are, in his opinion, correctly stated. These certificates will be made 
in triplicate, and one copy of each will be filed with the records of 
the post. 

4. In case of any excess or deficiency in the stock on hand shown 
by this examination, a Board of Survey will be convened at once to 
iix and determine the quantity of each to be taken up or dropped, 
and the responsibility therefor. If to be dropped, a foil statement 
of the cause of the deficiency will be given for information of the 
officer who reports the quantities on hand and the officer who 
approves or disapproves the report of the Board of Survey.

The United States, Plaintiff in errors

Mr. Justice DAVIS delivered the opinion of the Court. 

It may be that the policy of the Government on the subject of Indian affairs, 
has in some particulars justly provoked criticism, but it cannot be said that 
there has not been proper effort, by legislation and treaty, to secure Indian 
communities against the debasing influence of spirituous liquors. The evils 
from this source were felt at an early day, and in order to promote the welfare 
of the Indians, as well as our political interests, laws were passed and treaties 
framed restricting the introduction of liquor among them. That these laws 
and treaties have not always secured the desired result, is owing more to the 
force of circumstances, which the Government could not control, than to any 
unwillingness to execute them. 

Traffic with Indians is so profilable that white men are constantly encroach- 
ing on Indian territory to engage in it. The difficulty of preventing this 
intrusion, and of procuring convictions for offenses committed on the con- 
fines of civilization, are the obstacles in the way of carrying into effect the 
intercourse laws. And it is doubtless true, that these laws are as well enforced 
as could be expected under the circumstances. In this case the United States 
in its endeavors to enforce them, is met with the objection that they do not 
apply to the country in which the liquor was seized. 

The Red Lake and Pembina Band of Chippewa Indians ceded to the United 
States by treaty, concluded October 2, 1863, a portion of the lands occupied by 
them, reserving enough for their own use. The seventh article is in these 
words : " The laws of the United States now in force, or that may herefifter be 
enacted, prohibiting the introduction and sale of spirituous liquors in the 
Indian country shall be in full force and effect throughout the country hereby 
ceded until otherwise directed by Congress or the President of the United 
States." The ceded country is now part of an organized county of the State 



of MioDesota, and the qaestion is whether the incorporation of this article id 
the treaty was a rightful exercise of power. If it was, then the proceedings 
to seize and libel the property, introduced for sale in contravention of the 
terms of the treaty, wore proper and must be sustained. 

In the record of the Judicial determinations of this court there are few 
decisions of greater interest and importance than those which were pro- 
nounced in the Cherokee Nation vs. The State of Georgia, and Worcest«r ts. 
The Same.— (5 Peters, 1 ; 6 Peters, 616.) Chief Justice Marshall in these cases, 
with a force of reasoning and extent of learning rarely equaled, stated and 
explained the condition of the Indians in their relation to the United States 
and to the States within whose boundaries they lived ; and this exposition was 
based on the power to make treaties and regulate commerce with the Indian 
tribes. Under the Articles of Confederation of 1777 two limitations were 
placed upon the power of Congress over Indian affairs: The Indians must not 
be members of any State, nor must Congress do anything to violate or infringe 
the legislative right of a State within i^s own limits. Of necessity these limi- 
tations rendered the power of no practical value. This was seen by the con- 
vention which framed the Constitution, and Congress now has the exclusive 
and unfettered power to regulate commerce with the Indian tribes, a power 
as broad as that to regulate commerce with foreign nations. The only efficient 
way of dealing with the Indian triben was to place them under the protection 
of the General Government. Their peculiar habits and character required this, 
and the history of the country has shown the necessity of keeping them 
"separate, subordinate, and dependent." Accordingly treaties have bees 
made and laws passed separating Indian Territory from that of the States, 
and providing, that intercourse and trade with the Indians should be carried 
on solely under the authority of the United States. Congress very early 
passed laws relating to the subject of Indian commerce, which were from 
time to time modified by the lessons of experience. 

The act of June 30, 1834, (4 Stats., 732.) as amended by the act of March 15, 
1864, (13 Stats., 29,) is the one now in force on this subject 

This act defines what shall be deemed Indian country, and directs the man- 
ner in which trade and intercourse with the Indians shall be carried on. The 
amendment forbids any one, under certain penalties, to give or sell liquor to 
an Indian, in charge of an agent, or to introduce it into the Indian country. 
In United States vs. Holiday, (3 Wallace, 409,) the power of Congress to pass such 
a law was the main point in controversy. 

Holiday was indicted for selling liquor in Gratiot county, Michigan, to an 
Indian in charge of an agent. The county was not Indian country, nor did it 
even have an Indian reservation in it. It was contended, among other things, 
that the sale of liquor to an Indian or any other person within the county, 
was a matter of State policy for the State to decide for itself, with which Con- 
gress had nothing to do. But this court held that the power to regulate com- 
merce with the Indian tribes was in its nature general and not confined to 
any locality; that its existence carried with it the right to exercise it when- 
ever there was a subject to act upon, although within the limits of a state, 
and that it extended to the regulation of commerce with the individual mem- 
bers of such tribes. It was also contended that the intercourse act was not a 



regulation of commerce within the meaning of the Constitution, but the 
court bold otherwise, and said, " It (the act) relates to buying and selling and 
exchanging commodities, which is the essence of all commerce, and it regu- 
lates the intercourse between the citizens of the United States and those 
tribes, which is another branch of commerce, and a very important one." 

The power is in nowise affected by the magnitude of the traffic, or the extent 
of the intercounie. As long as the Indians remain a distinct people, with 
existing tribal organizations recognized by the political department of the 
Government, Congress has the power to say with whom and on what terms 
they shall deal, and what articles shall be contraband. If liquor is injurious 
to them inside of a reservation, it is equally so outside of it, and why cannot 
Congress forbid its introduction into places near by, which the Indians would 
be likely to frequent? It is easy to see that the love of liquor would tempt 
them beyond their borders to obtain it, and that bad white men, knowing this, 
would seek adjoining localities where the traffic was not prohibited, rather 
than venture upon forbidden ground. KGongress has the power, as the case 
we have last cited decides, to punish the sale of liquor anywhere to an indi- 
vidual member of an Indian tribe, why cannot it also punish the introduction 
of liquor for a nimiiar purpose into territory in proximity to that where the 
Indians live? There is no reason for the di9tinction, and as there can be no 
divided authority on the subject, our duty to a dependent people would require 
Congress to impose further restrictions, should country adjacent to Indian 
reservations be used to carry on the liquor traffic with the Indians. 

The Indian country, as defined by the aet of 1834, was then so remote from 
settlements that there was no occasion to extend the prohibition to adjacent 
territory. This country has been so narrowed by successive treaties, that the 
white population is now all around it, and regarding it with wistful eye. It 
would be strange, indeed, in view of this changed condition, if the com- 
mercial power lodged solely with Congress, and unrestricted as it is by State 
lines, did not extend to the enactment of a law to exclude spirituous liquors 
intended to corrupt the Indians, not only from existing Indian country, but 
from that which had ceased to be so, by rea»'on of its cession to the United 
States. The power to define originally the " Indian country," within which 
the unlicensed introduction and sale of liquors* were prohibited, necessarily 
carries with it the power to enlarge the prohibited boundaries, whenever, in 
the opinion- of Congress, the interests of Indian intercourse and trade will be 
best subserved. 

It is true. Congress has not done this, but the Federal Constitution declares 
a treaty to be the law of the land, and Chief Justice Marshall has said "that 
a treaty is to be regarded, in courts of justice, as equivalent to an act of the 
legislature, whenever it operates of itself without the aid of any legislative 
provision." There is no legislation required to put the seventh article in 
force, and it must become a rule of action^for this court, if the contracting 
parties had power to incorporate it in the treaty of 1863. About this there would 
seem to be no doubt From the commencement of the Oovernment the 
United States has negotiated with the Indians in their tribal condition as 
nations, dependent it is true, bat still capable of making treaties. And this 
vasonly following the practice of Great Britain before the Revolution. In 
Worcester vs. The State of Georgia, gupra^ the court say: **Tbe wordi * treaty* 



and * nation ' are words of our own language sielected in our diplomatic aod 
legislative proceedings by ourselves, having each a detiDite and well-noder- 
stood meaning. We have applied them to Indians as we have applied them 
to the other nations of the earth. They are applied to all Id the sam6 sense." 

In consequence of this interpretation a country, which if left to the Indiana 
would have remained a wilderness, is now occupied by farms, towns, and 
cities. There was no legitimate way to accomplish this result except by 
extinguishing the Indian title, and the subject-matter of this treaty is the 
cession of a large tract of land in the State of Minnesota and the Territory of 
Dakota. Indeed, the acquisition of territory is the moving cause of all Indian 
treaties, and will continue to be so until Indian reservations are confined to 
very narrow limits. It is admitted that these Pembina Indians had the same 
right as other tribes to occupy their lands as long as they pleased; and that 
this right of occupancy could only be extinguished by voluntary cession to 
the Government. If so, why not annex to the cession a condition deemed 
valuable to the Indians, and beneficial to the United States, as tending to 
keep the peace on the frontiers? 

The chiefs doubtless saw, from the curtailment of their reservation and the 
consequent restriction of the limits of the " Indian country,*' that the ceded 
lands would be used to store liquors for sale to the young men of the tribe, 
and they well knew that if there was no cession, they were already sufficiently 
protected by the extent of their reservation. 

Under such circumstances it was natural that they should be unwilling to 
sell until assured that the commercial regulation respecting the intro- 
duction of spirituous liquors should remain in force in the ceded country, 
until otherwise directed by Congress or the President. This stipulation vas 
not only a reasonable one, to which the contracting parties had the right to 
agree, but was due from a strong Government to a weak people it had engaged 
to protect. It is not easy to see how it infringes upon the position of equality 
which Minnesota holds with the other States. The principle that Federal 
jurisdiction must be the same, under the same circumstances in every State, 
has not been departed from in this case, for the prohibition does not rest on 
any ground which makes a distinction between the States, and the fact that 
the ceded territory is within the limits of Minnesota is a mere incident, and 
not the foundation of the prohibition. The net of Congress imported into the 
treaty applies alike to all Indian tribes occupying a particular country, whether 
within or without State lines; and as it is based exclusively on the Federal 
authority over the subjectrfnatter, there is no distuAance of the principle 
of State equality. 

Besides, the power to make treaties with the Indian tril^es is, as we have 
seen, co-extensive with the power to make treaties with foreign nations. 

And it cannot be doubted that the treaty-making power is ample to cover all 
the usual subjects of diplomacy with different powers. One of these subjects 
relates to the acquisition and distribution of property belonging to the citizens 
or subjects of each in the territory of the other. 

A treaty embracing this matter may contravene the statutes of a State, but 
if it does the courts would disregard them and give to the alien the fall pro- 
tection accorded him by the treaty. If this result can be obtained by treaty 
~^ith a foreign nation, surely the Federal Government can, in the exercise of 



Its power to treat with Indians, make provision over a subject like the present, 
coming, as it does, within the claase relating to the regulation of commerce. 

Minnesota, instead of being injured, is benefited by this treaty. An immense 
tract of valuable country formerly withdrawn from her civil jurisdiction is 
subjected to it, and her wealth and power greatly increased. Traversed by 
railroads, built, in part, at least, with the aid of lands which Congress was 
enabled to give by means of this treaty, the country is open to pre-emption 
and homestead settlements and sale, and will soon be occupied by a hardy 
and industrious people. 

All that the General Government asks in return for this is, that the ceded 
lands shall retain their original status, so far as the introduction and sale of 
spirituous liquors to the Pembina Indians are concerned. 

It would seem, apart from the question of power, that the price paid by the 
State bears no proportion to the extent of the purchase, and we are happy to 
say that the authorities of the State are not engaged in making this defense. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court is reversed and record remanded with 
directions to overrule the demurrer and try the case.

I... The attention of post and company commanders and officers 
performing duty in the Subsistence Department is especially invited 
to the fact that Paragraph VI, General Orders No. 58, current series, 
from this office, authorizes stores to be ■ sold to enlisted men only 
'^foT their own use/^ If stores purchased are sold or bartered by 
any soldier, permits for him to purchase will not thereafter be given. 

II... Four pounds of yeast-powder to the hundred rations of flour 
may be issued to troops in the field, when necessary. Yeast-powder 
issued, and not used, shall not be sold as company savings, but must 
be returned to the Subsistence Department. 

in... When it is impracticable for troops in the field, or those 
traveling upon cars or transports, to draw or cook beans or rice, 
equivalents in money value of bread or meat may be issued. The 
value (in detail) of the stores not* drawn, and those issued in lieu 
thereof, must be entered upon the Abstract of Issues. 

IV... Three pints of liquid coffee may be issued daily to troops 
traveling upon cars or having no facilities for cooking coffee, in lieu 
of the sugar and coffee rations, the cost thereof not to exceed twenty- 
one cents per day. The accounts for the coffee must show that 
sugar and coffee were not drawn for the time for which liquid coffee 
was issued, and who the officers were from whom the other portions 
of the ration were drawn. (See Form 24}, Subsistence Depart- 
ment.) 

v.. .Paragraph 1198, Revised Army Regulations, is modified by 
adding the following: 

Back rations will not be issued unless troops have not been suffi- 
ciently subsisted, and then only to such an extent as may be neces- 
sary for their health and comfort. No sales of back rations will be 
allowed.

1871. All articles other than those herein enumerated will be 
charged at the rates fixed in General Orders No. 107, Adjutant 
General's Office, 1876. 

The new uniform will not be sold to citizens. Great coats (foot) 
of size one, and trowsers made of the stock of kersey used prior to 
1873, may, however, be sold at current rates. 

The articles thus sold will be dropped from the returns on the 
ordinary clothing receipt roll, the prices charged being noted, and 
the certificate at the foot of the roll setting forth that the several 
amounts have been deducted on Form 1. — (Report of persons 
hired,) 

When certificates for services are issued the amount to be deducted 
for clothing must be stated and must agree with Form 1. 

On making payments for services the amounts collected on 
account of sales under this order will be deposited to the credit of 
the Treasurer of the United States, and the original certificate of 
deposit transmitted to the Secretary of the Treasury, with state- 
ment indicating the voucher upon which the amount was deducted.

T^e following instructions, prepared in the office of the Commis* 
sary General of Subsistence, having been approved by the Secretary 
of War, are published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned : — 

I... The provisions of General Orders No. 49, Headquarters of the 
Army, Adjutant General's Office, current series, with reference to 
advertisements for "contracts," will also apply to advertisements 
and circulars inviting proposals for " purchases ;" i. e., they must 
all state that '* payment depends upon a future appropriation for the 
purpose," and bidders must state in their proposals that they bid 
with that understanding. When the public exigencies render it 
necessary to purchase subsistence supplies without advertisements 
or circulars, the parties from whom purchases are made must be 
distinctly informed of .the above-named contingency, upon which 
payment depends. All contracts made under authority of the order 
above mentioned must contain the following as an article thereof: 

" That it is expressly agreed and UDderstood that this contract is made under 
General Order No. 49, Headquarters of the Army, dated May 16,1877, and under 
authority of the following law .- Section 3732, Revised Statutes, * No contract or 
purchase on behalf of the United States shall be made, unless the same is 
authorized by law or is under an appropriation adequate to its fulfillment, 
except in the War and Navy Departments, for clothing, subsistence, forage, 
fuel, quarters, or transportation, which, however, shall not exceed the necessi- 
ties of the current year ;* and that payment depends upon a future appropria- 
tion for the purpose, with the following exception, viz: when funds received 
from sales of subsistence supplies are available for the purpose, payment 
therefrom may be made for — — — — accepted under this contract." 

Certified vouchers given for supplies purchased under authority of 
the above-mentioned order must state that they were so purchased, 
and that payment therefor depends upon a future appropriation for 
the purpose. (See Form **A," hereto appended.) 

Each officer giving certified vouchers for subsistence supplies 
purchased on credit will keep a list thereof, the vouchers to be 
entered in the order in which they are given, and payment made 
thereon in the same order when funds for the purpose are received. 



Abstracts of purchases will be transmitted as required by existing 
regulations and orders, and when certified accounts have been given, 
as authorized by General Orders No. 49, the fact will be stated in the 
column of remarks. Attention is particularly invited to the fact that 
the order authorizes such purchases only to be made as may be 
necessary ** to meet actual necessities until Congress shall have had 
time to act upon an appropriation bill." No supplies for issue or 
for sales to officers and enlisted men will be purchased until the 
quantities on hand are so far exhausted as to render the purchase of 
new stores " an indispensable requirement of the service." 

ri...The following endorsement upon a communication from this 
office (Commissary General of Subsistence) has been received from 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army, approved by the Secre- 
tary of War : 

" BuRXAU OF Military Justice, 

" May 2*, 1877. 

" Respectfully returned to the Secretary of War, with opinion as follows : 
" 1. That, in the absence of an appropriation for the purpose, or other special 
statutory authority, the Secretary of War is nevertheless empowered by sec- 
tion 3732, Revised Statutes, to contract for and purchase on credit, through the 
Commissary General, all necessary and proper subsistence stores for the 
Army, (including those usually sold to officers and enlisted men under the 
requirement of Revised Statutes, section 1144.) 

" 2. That, in view of the provision of the Act of March 3, IS?-*), chapter 131, 
(18 Statutes at Large, 410,) that * the proceeds of all sales of subsistence sup- 
plies shall hereafter be exempt from being covered into the Treasury, and 
shall be immediately available for the purchase of fresh supplies,' the Secre- 
tary of War will certainly be empowered, through the Commissary General, 
to contract for and purchase. subsistence stores for sale under section 1144, 
from the proceeds of the sales of such stores of this character as may be oa 
hand after July 1, next, so far as such proceeds wfll go. If these proceeds 
are insufficient for all the purchases of such stores required to be made, the 
authority to purchase on credit, conferred by section 3732, may be resorted to.

No stores for sales to officers and enlisted men will be purchased 
on credit without instructions from the Commissary General. If the 
Chief Commissary of a Division or Department in which such supplies 



9re desired has not the stores required on hand, but has sufficient 
funds received from the sale of subsistence supplies for their pur- 
chase, he will turn over the amount needed for the purpose to the 
proper purchasing officer in order that the stores may be. purchased 
as is usually done when funds for the purpose are available ; but if 
he has not funds for the purpose, he will send the requisition to this 
oflBce (Commissary General of Subsistence.) 

Chief Commissaries of Departments will direct all Post Commis- 
saries in their respective Departments to turn over to them such 
portions of the funds received from sales of subsistence supplies as 
they may require for the purchase of supplies for sales to officers 
and enlisted men. The balance of the funds may be retained by the 
Post Commissaries, and expended in payment for fresh beef and 
company and hospital savings, (when savings cannot be otherwise 
advantageously disposed of,) but no funds will be disbursed without 
the approval of the Chief Commissary of the Department. 

III... The proceeds of sales of subsistence supplies which may be 
on hand at the close of the current fiscal year, and not required to 
pay for fresh supplies which have been purchased prior to that time, 
and all which may be received from the same source after June 30, 
1877, and prior to the passage of an act making appropriation for 
subsistence of the Army for the next fiscal year, may be expended 
in the purchase of stores for sales to officers and enlisted men fresh 
beef, company and hospital savings, and articles of the ration from 
other sources in the order named. 

IV... Officers of the Subsistence Department, and those perform- 
ing duty therein, will transmit, with their monthly accounts and 
returns, a list of persons who have been continued in service as 
authorized by General Orders No. 50, Headquarters of the Army, 
Adjutant General's Office, current series. The length of time for 
which the persons were employed during the month, and the rate 
of compensation which would have been paid, had funds for the 
purpose been available, will be stated in the report. A certificate 
of the form hereto appended, marked **B," will be given to each 
employe continued in service. When an appropriation for the 
purpose shall have been made, the certificates given will be taken 
up and properly certified accounts made out, and payment made to 
the parties properly authorized to receive the same. The original 



certificates will (as sub- vouchers) be attached to and accompauy the 
vouchers based thereon, a copy thereof being filed with the retained 
vouchers. Similar certificates will be given to enlisted men con- 
tinued upon extra duty by order of property authority, provided 
they make the stipulation required of other employes.

Upon the recommendation of the Chief of Ordnance, the Secretary 
of War directs the following modifications of General Orders No. 14, 
from the War Department, series of 1876, viz : 

I... Every hattery of Artillery actually armed and equipped as a 
battery of horse artillery or a light battery, and serving as such, will 
be allowed, for annual practice, as many blank cartridges and friction- 
primers for instruction and drill as may be deemed necessary by the 
battery commander, and approved by the post commander. Such 
batteries will also be permitted to expend in target practice, annually, 
twenty-five projectiles for each gun of the command. 

Batteries at fortifications will be allowed, annually, for instruction 
and drill for each battery, twenty-five blank cartridges, and for target 
practice twelve projectiles for calibers above eight-inch and twenty 
projectiles for calibers of eight-inch and below, with the necessary 
blank cartridges. When more than one battery is serving at a post 
there will be allowed for each one additional, one-half of the allow- 
ance above made for a single battery — the whole number of blank 
cartridges and projectiles to be equally divided among all. For 
instruction in the use of the friction-primer a reasonable number will 
be allowed in addition to the number necessary for the practice with 
blank cartridges and projectiles. At posts garrisoned by Infantry or 
Cavalry, where there are one or more pieces of artillery, the same 
allowance of ammunition per gun for target practice and instruction 
can be expended. 

The ammunition used for drill and for target practice in all cases will 
be selected from the serviceable ammunition which has been longest 
on hand at the post. The practice will in all cases be conducted with 
great care, and with a single object to convey to officers and men the 
greatest possible amount of practical information. Commanding 
officers of posts and batteries will transmit through the proper chan- 
nels for the information of the Chief of Ordnance, on forms supplied 
by the Ordnance Department, reports of each and every shot fired, 
Qot only in practice and instruction, but also in actual service against 
an enemy. 



1 1... Hereafter there will be allowed, per annum, for target practice 
with the Gatling or other machine guns, one thousand ball cartridges 
for all calibers above fifty one-hundredths of one inch, and for caliber 
fifty one-hundredths of one inch and those below, two thousand, to 
be expended and accounted for in the same manner as small-arm 
ammunition allowed the Army for a like purpose. 

Blank cartridges should never be used in the Gatling gun.

Upon the recommendation of the Chief of Ordnance, the Secretary 
of War directs the modifications of existing orders as follows, viz : — 

I... The Army will be allowed, at the rate of twenty ball cartridges 
per man per month, for target practice, and in the Cavalry service 
this number will be divided between the carbine and revolver, at the 
discretion of the commanding officer. Every commanding officer of 
a post will name an officer to supervise the target practice, and the 
results will be embodied in bi-monthly reports, to be rendered by 
company commanders, through the proper channels, for the informa- 
tion of the Chief of Ordnance. When not expended in target 
practice, the ammunition may, in the discretion of the post com- 
mander, be expended in hunting. This allowance need not be 
expended in each month, but may accumulate, not longer, however, 
than to the end of the fiscal year, and thus be used under the most 
favorable circumstances. That unexpended at the end of the fiscal 
year (June 80) will be no longer available. 

II... Officers charged with the instruction of recruits may use the 
blank cartridges at discretion during the first year's enlistment, and 
at the rate of twenty ball cartridges per man per month for target 
practice. 

III... Civil employes of the War Department may be armed, in 
cases of emergency, when necessary for the protection of life or 
public property, and the same responsibility attaches to the officers 
accountable for said arms that attaches to officers of the Army 
accountable for the arms in the hands of enlisted men. 

The same regulations governing the expenditure of ammunition 
by enlisted men apply to civil employes when armed as above, 
except that the latter are not allowed to expend cartridges in drill 
or target practice. 

IV.. .Arms lost, destroyed, or embezzled by hired men in the 
employ of the Government, are charged in the same manner as 
stores similarly lost by enlisted men — a certified statement made of 
it in duplicate, and the money accounted for to the Ordnance 
Department. One copy of the statement is filed with the return. 



V... When amnmnition is furnished to scouts, or civil employes, or 
for escort duty, &c., it cannot be dropped from the returns of the 
responsible officer unless actually expended by them in the per- 
formance of their duty, and it is only considered expended when 
actually fired from the piece, (rifle, carbine, or revolver.) After 
the duty is performed the cartridges not fired must be returned to 
the responsible officer and accounted for by him. 

For such expenditures the officer^ s certificate as to the neeesmty 
therefor accompanies his property return. 

VI... Ammunition can only be expended in action ; in defense of life 
or public property ; in target practice or hunting, as provided in Para- 
graph I ; in the instruction of recruits ; for authorized salutes, and for 
the subsistence of scouts and other civil employed when they are 
obliged to rely on their arms to sustain life. 

VII... The service arms are sold to officers for their own use. The 
service ammunition to officers for use in their arms ; to enlisted men ; 
to civilians engaged in exploring or surveying expeditions authorized 
by law, and to civilian employes of the War Department, for hunting 
purposes, when considered necessary or for the interest of the United 
States. 

When specially authorized by the Secretary of War, arms can be 
sold to civilians, engaged in surveying or exploring expeditions 
authorized by law, and to Indian agencies. 

VIII... The arms and equipments used by an Officer are his private 
property, and can, under no circumstances, be issued to him from 
Government stores to be accounted for by him as in the case of 
arms, &c., in the hands of enlisted men; nor can Ordnance stores 
be loaned to individuals, corporations, Indian agencies, Or any other 
parties whomsoever, and any officer making Such a loan is held 
responsible for the money value of the articles.

Furthermore, the operation of said acts may be retained by treaty 
or extended by act of Congress over districts not in other respects 
Indian Country.

To the Honorable 

Thx Sxcrjbtart of War. 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of Ist 
instant, enclosing copy of a telegram from the commanding officer at Fort 
Fetterman, Wyoming Territory, in regard to the seizure of a wagon load of 
liquor en route to the vicinity of Fort Reno, and asking whether the Indian 
title to the country referred to has been extinguished, and whether it is 
regarded as Indian Country, within the meaning of the trade and intercourse 
laws. 

Article 16 of the Sioux treaty of 1868 made the country north of the North 
Platte and east of the Big Horn mountains Indian Country, but the late treaty 
with the Sioux, and Northern Cheyennes and Arapahoes, ratified by act of 
Congress of February 28, 1877, (see Article 1,) abrogated the said 16th Article; 
alao the 11th Article of said treaty of 1868, giving certain hunting privileges; 
and thus this country has been, by the cession of the Indians, made a part of 
the public domain since the approval of Congress above noted. 

A copy of the act of February 28, 1877, is herewith enclosed.

III. ..Article 1 of the above-mentioned treaty of 1876 is as follows : 

The said parties hereby agree that the northern and western boundaries of 
the reservation defined by Article 2 of the treaty between the United States 
and different tribes of Sioux Indians, concluded April 29, 1868, and proclaimed 



February 24, 1869, shall be as follows : The western boundaries shall commeoce 
at the intersection of the one hundred and third meridian of longitade wiih 
the northern boundary of the State of Nebraska; thence north along said 
meridian to its intersection with the South Fork of the Cheyenne River; 
thence down said stream to its junction with the North Fork; thence apthe 
North Pork of said Cheyenne River to said one hundred and third tneridiao; 
thence north along said meridian to the South Branch of Cannon Ball River or 
Oedar Creek ; and the northern bou&iUry of their said reservation shall follow 
the said South Branch to its intersection with the main Cannon Ball River, lod 
thence down the said main Cannon Ball River to the Missouri River; and the 
said Indians do hereby relinquish and cede to the United States all the territory 
lying outside the said reservation, as herein modified and described, ihclttdiDg 
all privileges of hunting; and Article 16 of said treaty is hereby abrogated. 

IV... If any speoial case shall occur which, in the view of the 
Department Commander, may not appear to be embraced within 
the definitions above stated, such commander is instructed to report 
the case, with all its facts and circumstances, to the Secretary of War, 
in order that the question, whether the locality is ** Indian country," 
may be referred to the Secretary of the Interior for his action.

Regulation hospitals will be built in accordance with plans this 
day approved, and, when especially authorized by the Secretary of 
War, will be erected at permanent posts. 

In the construction of a new post the erection of the hospital shall j 

go on pari passu with that of storehouses and men's quarters. i 

II... Pro visional hospitals are such as may be erected at temporary i 

posts. I 

In future no building shall be erected or occupied for hospital 
purposes until the opinion of a medical officer has been obtained, in 
writing, as to the merits of the site and arrangement, and if the 
commanding officer dissents from this opinion, he shall return the 
same to the medical officer, with his reasons for dissent indorsed 
thereon. 

III... Requests for the erection of regulation hospitals will be 
made by the medical officer, through the commanding officer. The 
location of the building, the proposed material, the exact modifi- 
cations of the regular plan (if any) which are proposed, and the 
estimated cost, are to be stated in the request. The commanding 
officer will indorse his opinion upon the request and forward it to 
Department Headquarters. The Department Commander will 
obtain the views of the Medical Director and Department Quarter- 
master, and forward the papers to the War Department, with his own 
opinion indorsed thereon. 

IV... When the erection of an hospital has been authorized, the 
officer charged with its construction will consult as to minor details 
with the medical officer of the post, who will act as inspector of the 
work on the part of the Medical Department. 

v.. .When the building is reported ready for occupation, the medi- 
cal officer will report in full, as to its merits, to the Surgeon General, 
through the Medical Director, and shall furnish a copy of the same 
to the constructing officer. 



VI... Copies of all plans, estimates, and orders connected with the 
erection or repair of the post hospitals, whether temporary or per- 
manent, will be furnished to the Medical Department by the officer 
making the same, and, when furnished to a Post Surgeon or Medical 
Director, they will at once forward them, with their comments, to 
the Surgeon General. 

yn...The Surgeon General will, in future, fiirnish to the Quar- 
termaster General, in time for his annual estimates, a statement of 
the number and size of hospitals, and of the amount of hospital 
repairs which will probably be required during the ensuing year, 
with the estimated cost of the same. 

VIII... Medical officers in charge of post hospitals will prepare, on 
the 1st of May of each year, and forward without delay, through 
the regular official channels, to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
detailed estimates of repairs, alterations, or additions required for 
their respective hospitals during the next fiscal year, or for the 
erection of new hospital buildings when deemed necessary. 

The estimates will be accompanied by such drawings as may be 
necessary to their full understanding, and will show the kind and 
cost of the materials and labor to be procured, and to what extent 
(if any) the work can be performed by the troops. 

Where no alterations or repairs are required, that fact will be 
immediately reported. 

For the Department of Dakota these estimates will be forwarded 
on the Ist of March. 

IX... The plans and specifications * for post hospitals, approved 
this day, will form the basis of action until further orders in regard 
to this subject.

1202. When subsistence can be spared from the nallitary supplies, the com- 
manding officer is authorized to allow its issue, in amaU quantUieat to Indians 
visiting military posts on the frontiers or in their respective nations. The 
return for this issue shall be signed by the Indian agent, (when there is one 
present,) and approved by the commanding officer of the post or station. 

1203. Regular daily or periodical issues of subsistence to Indians, or issues 
of subsistence in btdk to Indian agents for the use of Indians, are forbidden. 

1224. Issues to * * * Indians * * * shall be entered on separate 
abstracts, each certified to by the commanding officer of the post or station. 
« * * * * * 

Attention is also invited to the following extract from General 
Orders No. 76, War Department, Adjutant General's OflBce, series 
of 1873 : 

I-..That supplies, stores, or property of any kind, procured out of Army 
appropriations, shall not be transferred, in any way or under any circum- 
stances, for the use of Indians, except under authority first obtained from the 
Secretary of War. 

II... That any officer violating the terms of this order shall be charged with 
the money-value of the supplies, stores, or property transferred, and in addi- 
tion be otherwise held accountable according to circumstances. 



II... Hereafter, when it becomes necessary to subsist Indians not 
employed with the Army, the issue will not exceed, to every one 
hundred rations, three hundred pounds of beef, gross, or one hun- 
*dred and fifty pounds net j ten pounds of pork or bacon ; fifty 
pounds of flour and fifty pounds of shelled corn, or, in lieu of 
either, twenty-five pounds of hard bread, or, in lieu of both, forty 
pounds of hard bread ; three pounds of beans ; four pounds of green 
coflfee ; eight pounds of sugar j one pound of soap ; one pound of 
salt, and one-half pound of tobacco ; or, in lieu of any of said 



articles, their eqaivalent in money value of other articles — at the 
discretion of the Commissary General of Subsistence. A smaller 
allowance will be issued when deemed sufficient, or the state of the 
supplies renders it necessary. 

III... Issues to Indians will be made on ration returns. The ration 
returns will show the number of men, women, and children, respect- 
ively ; the total number, and the name of the tribe or band to which 
they belong.

account of stock. In case of transfer, the account of stock should 
be taken in the presence of the relieving officer. If the hay and 
straw are in the stack, the quantities can be determined by ascer- 
taining the cubical contents of the stack, then cutting therefrom a 
cube of definite size, not less than seven feet, and weighing it. The 
quantities of hay and straw in barns will be ascertained by proper 
measurement of the space occupied, and by weighing a portion as 
above.

The following orders have been received from the War Depart- 
ment: — 

The President is much concerned to find before him for action 
the proceedings of Courts- Martial in several cases where officers 
have been tried for violation of the 38th Article of War. Some of 
these cases are embarrassed by testimony which makes it evident 
that the victims of the unfortunate habit had rendered very valuable 
and conspicuous service in the Army. In these, and in other cases, 
strong interest has been made, upon considerations urged with 
much force, to have the sentence of dismissal set aside or mitigated. 

The President has good reason to know that these few instances 
do not represent the prevailing character of Army officers ; but they 
are sufficient to indicate that leniency is not proper in the presence 
of such an evil. Merj exposed to temptation sometimes need the 
restraining power of example to aid them in resisting it. Prompt 
and sure punishment for crime is therefore generally the most cer- 
tain way to prevent it. 

The -President desires it to be made known to the Army that he 
cannot be led to underrate the magnitude of the evil which the 
crime alluded to is likely to produce in the public service. No per- 
son addicted to it can expect to be trusted with any responsible 
duty ; and a person who cannot be trusted had better not be con- 
tinued in office. It must therefore be understood that any clem- 
ency which may have been heretofore extended, by mitigation or 
commutation of sentence, cannot hereafter be relied upon as a basis 
of hope for a like favorable action. 

After this solemn warning, a rigorous execution of the sentences 
imposed in due course by Courts- Martial may be expected.

The following Act of Congress is published for the information 
and government of all concerned : — 

AN ACT making appropriations for the support of the Army for the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the following 
sums be, and the same are hereby, appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the support of the 
Army, for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy- eight, as follows : 

For expenses of the commanding general's office, two thousand 
five hundred dollars. 

For expenses of recruiting and transportation of recniits, seventy- 
five thousand dollars. 

For contingent expenses of the Adjutant General's Department 
at the headquarters of military divisions and departments, three 
thousand dollars. 

For expenses of the Signal Service of the Army, purchase, equip- 
ment, and repair of electric field-telegraphs and signal-equipments, 
ten thousand five hundred dollars. 

Pat Department. — For pay of the commissioned and non-com- 
missioned officers, privates, military storekeepers, medical store- 
keepers, musicians, and veterinary surgeons, artificers, farriers, 
saddlers, and wagoners, including the pay proper of three hundred 
enlisted men employed as Indian scouts, and the pay of contract- 
surgeons, the pay of fifty-two paymasters' clerks, of two hundred 
hospital- stewards, of two hundred hospital- matrons, one hundred 
and forty-eight commissary-sergeants, messengers to paymasters, 
extra-duty pay to enlisted men, travel-pay and commutation of sub- 
sistence to discharged soldiers, retained pay to discharged men, pay 
to soldiers for clothing not drawn, additional pay to enlisted men, 
mileage of officers of the Army when traveling under orders, cost of 
telegrams ; compensation of citizen witnesses attending upon courts- 
martial, military commissions, courts of inquiry ; traveling expenses 
of paymasters' clerks, eleven million three hundred thousand dollars. 

Subsistence Department. — For subsistence of regular troops, 
Indian scouts and guides, and Indian prisoners, which shall include

coffee and cooked rations for troops traveling on cars and other con- 
veyances, two million three hundred and seventy thousand dollars. 

Quartermaster's Department. — For the regular supplies of the 
Quartermaster's Department, consisting of stoves for heating and 
cooking ; of fuel for officers, enlisted men, guards, hospitals, store- 
houses, and offices ; of forage in kind for the horses, mules, and 
oxen of the Quartermaster's Department at the several posts and 
stations and with the armies in the field ; for the horses of the sev- 
eral regiments of cavalry, the batteries of artillery, mounted men of 
the Signal Service, and such companies of infantry and scouts as 
may be mounted, and for the authorized number of officers' horses, 
including bedding for the animals ; of straw for soldiers' bedding: 
and of stationery, including blank books for the Quartermaster's 
Department, certificates for discharged soldiers, blank forms for the 
Pay and Quartermaster's Departments, and for printing of division 
and department orders and reports, three million seven hundred 
thousand dollars. 

For incidental expenses, to wit : For postage and telegrams, or 
dispatches ; extra pay to soldiers employed under the direction of 
the Quartermaster's Department in the erection of barracks, quar- 
ters, storehouses, and hospitals, in the construction of roads, and 
other constant labor, for periods of not less than ten days, under the 
acts of March second, eighteen hundred and nineteen, and August 
fourth, eighteen hundred and fifty-four, including those employed as 
clerks at division and department headquarters and Signal Service 
sergeants ; expenses of expresses to and from the frontier posts and 
armies in the field ; of escorts to paymasters and other disbursing- 
officers, and to trains where military escorts cannot be furnished : 
expenses of the interment of officers killed in action, or who die 
when on duty in the field, or at posts on the frontiers, or when trav- 
eling on orders, and of non-commissioned officers and soldiers: 
authorized office-furniture ; hire of laborers in the Quartermaster's 
Department, including the hire of interpreters, spies, and guides for 
the Army ; compensation of clerks to officers of the Quartermaster's 
Department ; compensation of forage and wagon masters authorized 
by the act of July fifth, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight ; for the 
apprehension, securing, and delivering of deserters and the expense 
incident to their pursuit ; and for the following expenditures required 
the several regiments of cavalry, the batteries of light artillery, 



and 8ach oompanieg of infantry and scouts as may be mounted, and 
for the trains, to wit: hire^of veterinary surgeons, medicine for 
horses and mules, picket-ropes, and for shoeing the horses and mules ; 
also, generally, the proper and authorized expenses for the movement 
and operations of the Army not expressly assigned to any other 
department, eight hundred thousand dollars. 

For purchase of horses for the cavalry and artillery, and for the 
Indian scouts, and for such infantry as may be mounted, two hundred 
thousand dollars : Provided^ That cavalry regiments may be recruited 
to one hundred men in each company, and kept as near as practica- 
ble at that number ; and a sufficient force of cavalry shall be employed 
in the defense of the Mexican and Indian frontier of Texas : Provided, 
That nothing herein contained shall authorize the recruiting the num- 
ber of men on the Army rolls, including Indian scouts and hospital 
stewards, beyond twenty-five thousand. 

For transportation of the Army, including baggage of the troops, 
when moving either by land or water of clothing and camp and gar- 
rison equipage from the depots of Philadelphia and Jeffersonville to 
the several posts and Army depots, and from those depots to the 
troops in the field ; of horse- equipments and of subsistence-stores 
from the places of purchase and from the places of delivery, under 
contract, to such places as the circumstances of the service may 
xequire them to be sent ; of ordnance, ordnance-stores, and small- 
arms from the founderies and armories to the arsenals, fortifications, 
frontier posts, and Army depots ; freights, wharfage, tolls, and fer- 
riages; the purchase and hire of horses, mules, oxen and harness, 
and the purchase and repair of wagons, carts, and drays, and of 
ships and other sea-going vessels and boats required for the trans- 
portation of supplies and for garrison purposes ; for drayag[e] and 
cartage at the several posts ; hire of teamsters ; transportation of 
funds for the pay and other disbursing departments ; the expense of 
sailing public transports on the various rivers, the Gulf of Mexico, 
and the Atlantic and Pacific ; for procuring water at such posts as, 
from their situation, require it to be brought from a distance ; 
and for clearing roads, and for removing obstructions from roads, 
harbors, and rivers, to the extent which may be required for the 
actual operations of the troops in the field, four million two hundred 
thousand dollars. 

For hire of quarters for officers on military duty, hire of quarters 
for troops, of storehouses for the safekeeping of military stores, of 



offices, and of grounds for camp and summer cantonments, and for 
temporary frontier stations ; for the construction of temporaiy huts 
and stables ; and for repairing public buildings at established posts, 
one million one hundred thousand dollars. 

For construction and repair of hospitals, fifty thousand dollars. 

For purchase and manufacture of clothing and camp and garri- 
son equipage, and for preserving and repacking the stock of clothing 
and camp and garrison equipage and materials on hand at the Phila- 
delphia, Jeffersonville, and other depots of the Quartermaster's 
Department, nine hundred thousand dollars. 

For all contingent expenses of the Army not provided for by other 
estimates, and embracing all branches of the military service, to be 
expended under the immediate orders of the Secretary of War, 
forty thousand dollars. 

Medical Department. — For purchase of medical and hospital 
supplies, medical care and treatment of officers and soldiers on 
detached duty, expenses of purveying-depots, advertising, and other 
miscellaneous expenses of the Medical Department, two hundred 
thousand dollars : Provided^ That the heads of the several Execu- 
tive Departments are hereby authorized to detail for temporaiy serv- 
ice in the Surgeon-General's Office, to be employed in furnishing 
information called for by the Commissioner of Pensions, clerks from 
such Departments, or any of them, whenever practicable. 

For the Army Medical Museum, and for medical and other works 
for the library of the Surgeon- General's Office, ten thousand dollars. 

Engineer Department. — For engineer depot at Willets Point, 
New York, namely : Jor purchase of engineering materials to con- 
tinue the present course of instruction of the engineer battalion in 
field engineering, one thousand dollars. 

For incidental expenses of the depot, remodeling ponton-trains, 
repairing instruments, fuel, forage, stationery, chemicals, extra-duty 
pay, ordinary repairs, one thousand five hundred dollars. 

Ordnance Department. — For the ordnance service required to 
defray the current expenses at the arsenals ; of receiving stores and 
issuing arms and other ordnance supplies; of police and office 
duties ', of rents, tolls, fuel, and lights ; of stationery and office- 
furniture ; of tools and instruments for use ; of public animals, 
forage, and vehicles ; 'incidental expenses of the ordnance service, 
■•eluding compensation of workmen in the armory and museum 



building connected with the Ordnance Office, and those attending 
practical trials and tests of ordnance, small-arms, and other ordnance 
supplies^ one hundred thousand dollars : Provided^ That none of the 
m oney hereby appropriated shall be expended, directly or indirectly, 
for any use not- strictly necessary for, and directly connected with, 
the military service of the Government ; and this restriction shall 
upply to the use of public animals, forage, and vehicles : And pro- 
vided further ^ That none of the money hereby appropriated shall be 
expended for the construction or repair of buildings. 

For manufacture of metallic ammunition for small- arms, seventy- 
five thousand dollars. 

For overhauling, cleaning, and preserving new ordnance- stores on 
hand at the arsenals, thirty thousand dollars. 

For repairing ordnance and ordnance-stores in the hands of troops 
and for issue at the arsenals and depots, thirty-five thousand dollars. 

For purchase and manufacture of ordnance-stores, to fill requisi- 
tions of troops, one hundred thousand dollars. 

For infantry, cavalry, and artillery equipments, consisting of cloth- 
ing bags, haversacks, canteens, and great-coat straps, horse-equip- 
ments for cavalry troops, seventy- five thousand dollars. 

For manufacture of arms at the National Armory, one hundred 
thousand dollars ; and should a board of ordnance officers appointed 
by the Secretary of War recommend a magazine-gun for the military 
service, the Secretary of War is authorized to expend not more than 
twenty thousand dollars of this amount in its manufacture. 

For the conversion of ten-inch smooth-bores into rifles, and car- 
riages therefor, fifly thousand thousand dollars. 

For establishing and maintaining military cemeteries, one hundred 
and twenty-five thousand dollars. 

For the pay of seventy-one superintendents of military cemeteries, 
fifty- nine thousand dollars.

The President, to whose attention the subject of issuing ^^Certifi- 
C4xtes of Merit^^ under sections 1216 and 1285, Revised Statutes, has 
been invited, is pleased to direct that these statutes shall be brought 
into active operation, to take effect from June 22, 1874, the date of 
approval of the act to revise and consolidate the Statutes of the 
United States. 

Section 1216 provides that, ** When any private soldier shall have 
distinguished himself in the service, the President may, on the 
recommendation of the commanding officer of the regiment to 
which such private soldier belongs, grant him a certificate of merit." 

Recommendations may be made on account of any distinguished 
conduct exhibited since June 22^ 1874. As bravery and fidelity to 
duty are the characteristics of every true soldier, extra rewards for 
such conduct are not to be expected. The certificate of merit will 
only be conferred for acts which distinguish a soldier above his 
comrades. Recommendations will only be made upon this under- 
standing. 

The Adjutant General will prepare suitable parchment forms for 
the certificate ; and the Paymaster General will make provision for 
the extra pay allowed under .section 1285.

What record should be made in the cases of regiments 
consolidated, as in 1815 and 1869?

The following regulations relative to sick leaves of absence have 
been received from the War Department, and are promulgated for 
the information and guidance of all concerned : — 

I... Commanders of Geographical Departments and Divisions are 
authorized to grant leaves of absence, on account of sickness, subject 
to the limits fixed by the General Regulations of the Army for ordinary 
leaves. The application must be accompanied by a Surgeon's Certi- 
ficate of Disability. That the officer may leave the Department, the 
certificate must recite that a change of location is necessary to save 
life or prevent permanent disability. Leaves will not be granted 
unless they originate at the post of duty of the officer. 

No application for extension of sick leave will be granted from 
the Headquarters of the Army, or the War Department, unless such 
extension shall have been approved by the Department or Division 
Commander. 

When not otherwise specified, the leave will commence the day 
an officer is relieved from duty at his post, afler receiving the order 
granting him leave. 

On the expiration of a leave of absence on account of sickness, 
if the officer be able to travel, (without endangering his ultimate 
cure,) he will forthwith proceed to his post, although his disability 
may not have been removed. Exceptions to this general rule must 
be made in each case by the War Department, on full and explicit 
medical certificates, forwarded to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
through Department Headquarters, setting forth the reasons for 
delay and the length of time delay is considered necessary. 

When an officer is prevented by sickness from joining his station, 
he will transmit the prescribed medical certificates, monthly, to the 
commanding officer of his post, and regiment or corps, and to the 
Adjutant General — all through Department Headquarters ; and when 
he cannot procure the certificate of a medical officer of the Army, he 
Mrill substitute his own certificate, on honor, as to his condition, the 
certificate to embrace a full statement of his case. The certificates, 
when approved by the Department Commander and forwarded to

the Adjutant Oeneral of thb Army, will be sufficient authority for his 
absence until he is able to travel to his post. If the officer's certifi- 
cate is not satisfactory he will be so informed ; if satisfactory the 
Adjutant General will furnish him, for the advice of the Pay Depart- 
ment and to secure his pay, xin official letter of acceptance. When- 
ever an officer has been absent on account of sickness for one year, 
he may be examined by a Medical Board, and the case specially 
reported to the President. 

When an officer is absent under an accepted certificate of dis- 
ability, he will be entitled to the same pay as if an order had been 
issued granting him leave of absence on account of disability. 

Form of Medical Certificate,

and find that — [Here the nature of the disease, wound, or disability, 
is to be fully stated, and the period during which the officer has 
suffered under its effects,] and that,, in consequence thereof he is, in 
my opinion, unfit for duty, and not able to travel voiihout endan- 
gering his ultimate cure. I further declare my belief that he wUl 
not be able to resume his duties in a less period than — [Here state 
candidly and explictly the opinion as to the period which will 
probably elapse before the officer will be able to resume his duties. 
When there is no reason to expect a recovery, or when the prospect 
of recovery is distant or uncertain, or when a change of climate is 
recommended, it must be so stated.] Dated at , this

In all reports of absence, or applications for leave of absence on 
account of sickness, the officer shall state how long he has been 
absent already on that account, and by whose permission. 

IJ... Department Commanders are authorized, at any time it may 
seem to them proper, to order officers absent on sick certificate to 
return to their posts. Transportation, or mileage, under such orders 
will not be allowed, except as contemplated by Paragraphs 7 and 8, 
Section III, General Orders No. 97, Adjutant* General's Office, 
series of 1876. 

An ordinary leave will not be changed to a sick leave save by the 
application of the officer through his post commander, to the end 



that the medical officer of the post, familiar with the habits of the 
officer, may certify as to its necessity. The post commander will 
forward the application to the Department Commander, to the end 
that the latter may forward, with his remarks, for the action of the 
General of the Army and the Secretary of War. 

Any officer whose health permits him, for pleasure, to visit water- 
ing places, or places of amusement, will be considered Jit for military 
duty^ and as evading duty by absence from his command. He will 
likewise be considered as evading duty if the disease results from, 
his own imprudence. 

III... So much of General Orders No. 2, from the Adjutant Gen- 
eral's Office, dated January 14, 1871, as relates to sick leaves, is 
hereby rescinded.

I... When by report of the Second Comptroller of the Treasury, 
or of any Bureau of the War Department, it is ascertained that an 
oflficer of the Army has been overpaid, or is indebted to the United 
States for money, property or supplies, or has failed properly to 
account for the same, the Paymaster General will notify the officer 
of the charge. 

If refundment or satisfactory explanation be not made within a 
reasonable time, the Paymaster General will, on the order of the 
Secretary of War, give notice of the stoppage of the officer's pay 
until the overpayment or indebtedness be satisfied. 

Should the officer in his explanation appeal to the Secretary of 
War, the Paymaster General will submit the case for decision before 
enforcement of the stoppage. (See Paragraph 1041, Regulations 
of 1863. ) 

II... The notice of stoppage of officers' pay will take the form of 
a monthly circular to Paymasters, advising them of stoppages in 
force at its date. This circular will be submitted to the Secretary 
of War for his approval prior to publication. 

Where an officer's name is borne upon this circular, no payment 
of salary will be made to him which is not in accordance with the 
stoppage entry in the case. Paymasters disregarding this require- 
ment in any case will be held liable for the amount of the stoppage.

The following extracts of an act of Congress are published for the 
information and government of all concerned : — 

AN ACT to provide for deficiencies in the appropriations for the serTloe of 
the government for the fiscal year ending; June thirtieth, eighteen hundred 
And seventy-eight, and for prior years, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United Slates of America in Congress assembled, That the following 
sums be, and the same are hereby, appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, except as differently 
specified, for the objects hereinafter expressed, namely : 



WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Collection and Payment of Bounty, Prize-honey, and other 
Claims of Colored Soldiers and Sailors. — For salaries of agents 
and clerks ; rent of office, fuel, lights, stationery, and similar neces- 
saries ; office furniture and repairs ; mileage and transportation of 
officers and agents ; telegraphing and postage, being a deficiency for 
the service of the fiscal yei^r eighteen hundred and seventy- eight, 
twenty thousand dollars ; which is appropriated to close up and finish 
the collection and payment of bounty, prize money, and other claims 
of colored soldiers and sailors ; and if the work of collecting and 
paying said bounty and other claims shall not be finished before 
January first, eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, said bureau shall 
be closed, and all papers connected therewith shall be turned over 
to the department having charge of the payment of bounties due to 
white soldiers. 

That the Secretary of War is authorized to rent offices required 
for the construction of the State, War, and Navy Department build- 
ing, and public buildings and grounds,* at an aggregate rental not to 
exceed two thousand one hundred dollars per annum, until such 
offices can be supplied in buildings belonging to the government ; 
and to pay for the rent of the building now occupied for said offices, 
from the first day of M^y, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, out 
of any existing appropriations for the State, War, and Navy Depart- 
ment building, or public buildings and grounds.
